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HE FIRST statement attributed to God in 
‘| te Bible contains the electrifying words 

found in Genesis 1: 3: ‘Let there be light!”’ 
Without the light provided in the heavens men 
would walk in the darkness of eternal night and a 
lightless world would soon become a cold and 
lifeless place. Just as the sun, moon and stars fur- 
nish light to illuminate this globe in order that 
men may not grope like the blind, so, too, the 
Word of God is a light that guides the Godly 
into paths of righteousness so that they may not 
stumble as they make their journey through life. 

If it were possible for men to devise a method 
by which they could blot out the light of the sun, 
causing total darkness to spread over the earth, 
the physical consequences would be no more 
calamitous than the spiritual consequences which 
would follow if evil men were to succeed in their 
endeavors to destroy the Words of Life contained 
in the written Scriptures. The increase in delin- 
quency and crime are already evidence of spirit- 
ual twilight and men fumble in the gloom of 
darkened understanding, desperately searching 
for a solution to the mounting problems which 
are the result of moral degeneration. 

The Psalmist declared: “Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet, and a light unto my path. I have 
sworn, and I will perform it, that I will keep thy 
righteous judgments” (Ps. 119: 105-106). It 
would have been impossible for the Psalmist to 
take an oath to keep those righteous judgments if 
he had not known the benefits of the light that 
shines forth from the Word of God, enabling 
him to comprehend the meaning of the Law of 
the Lord. Solomon observed: ‘“‘Where there is no 
vision [revelation], the people perish: but he that 
keepeth the law, happy is he” (Prov. 29: 18). 

Although men cannot remove the sun from 
its place in the heavens, they can, nevertheless, 
build chambers of darkness into which no ray of 
the sun may penetrate. Yet the sun itself will 
continue to shine, giving light to those who re- 
fuse to hide in such a man-made chamber. 
Equally so, all those who construct for them- 
selves a covering of unbclief place an impene- 
trable wall between themselves and the Word of 
God so that its light may not reach their souls. 
But the man of faith welcomes the guiding il- 
lumination of the light of His Word that shines 
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in the darkness as he makes his way through life 
and he does not falter in his determination to fol- 
low wherever it may lead him. The Psalmist 
states the purpose of that light: “Light is sown 
for the righteous, and gladness for the upright in 
heart” (Ps. 97: 11). 

All those who shut out the light by refusing 
to believe His Word are totally unaware of its 
glorious truths. The Divine verdict has been 
rendered that, because they refuse to believe the 
truth, God would send them a strong delusion 
so that they would believe a lie. For them there 
is no light. 

After offering praises to the Lord, the Psalm- 
ist extols the blessed state of the man who rever- 
ences the Lord and takes delight in His com- 
mandments: “His seed shall be mighty upon 
earth: the generation of the upright shall be 
blessed. Wealth and riches shall be in his house: 
and his righteousness endureth for ever” (Ps. 
112: 2-3). Lest there be those who think of this 
wealth and riches in terms of gold and silver 
alone, the Bible states that the greatest of all 
assets is a knowledge and understanding of the 
Lord, which is followed by that wisdom which is 
the direct gift of God. This is because these are 
assets which do not perish in the grave but are of 
everlasting permanence. In recognition of all 
this, the Psalmist continues: “Unto the upright 
there ariseth light in the darkness: he is gracious, 
and full of compassion, and righteous. A good 
man sheweth favour, and lendeth: he will guide 
his affairs with discretion. Surely he shall not be 
moved for ever: the righteous shall be in ever- 
lasting remembrance. He shall not be afraid of 
evil tidings: his heart is fixed, trusting in the 
Lord” (Ps. 112: 4-7). 

This is a day when scarcely one rumor of 
evil has subsided before another is being pro- 
claimed over the radio, on television, in news- 
papers and in other public utterances. Those 
who are without hope because they lack the 
Light have every reason to fear these bad tid- 
ings, for a time of judgment is at hand. In con- 
trast to this, the Psalmist tells us that the 
hearts of the righteous, who have followed 
the light of His Word, are firmly fortified by 
inward peace. They fear no evil, for the Lord 
is with them.

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Tbe MARCH of HISTORY 


The ‘Proper Time.» SOLOMON OBSERVED that there 

is a time for all things and that 
it is essential to recogrize this in all phases of activity. He 
declared: 


“To every thing there is a season, and a time to every purpose 
under the heaven.” (Ecc. 3: 1.) 


Following this statement he listed quite a number of 
examples, among which these are given: ““There is a time 
to sow and a time to reap — a time to kill and a time to 
heal — a time to be born and a time to die — a time to 
keep silent and a time to speak — and a time of war and a 
time of peace.”? For anyone to speak when he should re- 
main silent, or act in a time of war as though it were a 
time of peace, is not only to lose all sense of timing but to 
invite disaster as well. 

We are living today in a time of war and it is not a time 
to talk. Yet we are endeavoring to talk with a vicious foe 
and, in doing so, we are courting catastrophe. The time 
to talk has not yet arrived, nor will it come until the foe 
has been decisively defeated. This was brought out clearly 
in the remarks couched in oriental sagacity quoted by Mr. 
Irving T. McDonald on his radio broadcast Monday after- 
noon, November 2, 1953. He reported: 


“Over in Indo-China today words of cogent wisdom have 
fallen from the lips of the premier of Viet Nam, whose country 
is also embattled by Communists. Last week the French assembly 
approved a resolution to try to win the Indo-Chinese war by 
hegotiation as we are now trying (for these many months) to do 
in Korea. Says the man on the scene, the premier of the Indo- 
Chinese state of Viet Nam, ‘We do not have the right to talk with 
the enemy before we have proved to him that we are the stronger. 
We must also show him that treason does not pay.’ If those prin- 
ciples had been invoked after the Chinese intervened in Korea, 
as they had been up to that time, we might have celebrated V-K 
Day two years ago and never have heard of Panmunjom or the 
war prisoner explanation program.” 
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FROM THE INCEPTION of 
the Korean war Destiny 
has named Soviet Russia as the real enemy and the one 
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A ‘Divine Injunition— 
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with whom we are at war, even though it was Moscow- 
directed puppets of the North Korean and Red Chinese 
armies whom we engaged in the actual fighting. Washing- 
ton and London deliberately closed their official eyes to 
the real facts and only now are they belatedly beginning 
to awaken to the necessity to directly challenge the Krem- 
lin’s actions. 

Captain Zach Dean of Douglas, Kansas, was one of five 
airmen who successfully withstood all the pressure exerted 
upon him to make him confess to the false charges that the 
United States had resorted to germ warfare. He was at the 
infamous North Korean torture center known as ‘“‘Pak’s 
Palace” and has stated that the Russians were ‘“‘first-hand 
participants” there. He said: 


“Often the Russians would flaunt cigarettes and apples at the 
prisoners who had subsisted for days on end on cold, slimy sea- 
weed soup. And they would ask, ‘How do you high and mighty 
Americans like the Korean hospitality?’ ”’ 


The terrible inhumane and beastly tortures practiced 
upon prisoners has placed Soviet Russia, Red China and 
the North Koreans beyond the pale of civilized society. 
But all of this potential fiendishness was well known to God 
from the beginning and is stated to be one reason why the 
Divine command was anciently given: 


““Remember what Amalek did unto thee by the way, when ye 
were come forth out of Egypt; How he met thee by the way, and 
smote the hindmost of thee, even all that were feeble behind 
thee, when thou wast faint and weary; and he feared not God. 
Therefore it shall be, when the Lord thy God hath given thee 
rest from all thine enemies round about, in the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee for an inheritance to possess it, that 
thou shalt blot out the remembrance of Amalek from under 
heaven; thou shalt not forget it.”” (Deut. 25: 17-19.) 


Thus God lays down a Divine principle for His people to 
follow when they must deal with pagan aggressors. Neither 
compromise nor appeasement will suffice; and certainly 
no agreement with the enemy will avail to bring about the 
desperately-desired peace. Under what bitter circum- 
stances we are learning this lesson! 

When it is fully understood that the descendants of 
Amalek are today represented by the vicious tyrants in 
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control at Moscow, it becomes even more imperative to 
carry out the instructions: “‘7hou shalt blot out the remem- 
brance of Amalek from under heaven; thou shalt not forget it!” 
The modern identity of our ancient enemies was fully 
dealt with in the article titled “Identified By Their Ene- 
mies,” Destiny for June 1953 (pp. 189-192), from which 
the following is quoted: 


“Evil forces are unceasingly seeking to abolish law and order 
and snuff out righteousness. The application of this principle is 
not only to individual persons but to nations as well, for it is the 
desire of ungodly, aggressive peoples to destroy the people of God. 
In this fact alone history furnishes a most interesting identifica- 
tion of the modern nations who today represent the appointed 
race of the Book, charged with the responsibility to administer 
righteousness on the earth, for evil nations are even now marshal- 
ing their forces with the intent to annihilate the people of the 
Kingdom of God. That this would be so is the clear warning of 
all the prophets of the Bible from the very beginning, who named 
the enemy, outlined his purpose and identified the people who in 
the latter days would be the object of his vicious attacks.” 


The Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples are also identified in 
having become the major objective of Soviet attack, for the 
article states further: 


‘Although people today have lost much of the knowledge once 
possessed concerning racial origins, yet, present in modern times, 
are the same innate mistrusts and animosities that history records 
as prevailing between races and peoples centuries ago. The evil 
aggressors of the past are present as evil aggressors in the world 
today. While they do not now bear the designation of Amalekite, 
Philistine, Edomite, Moabite, et cetera, they are in existence 
nevertheless, but under their more modern names. Present also 
is the race of the Book, against whom the enemy is preparing war, 
just as he prepared war in ancient times, leading to an unpro- 
voked attack upon God’s people.” 


The capture of Mukden by the Chinese Communist 
forces in October 1948 should have brought home to the 
world the realization that the irruption of the heathen had 
begun which would bring about the fulfillment of all that 
the prophets have foretold concerning the final conflict of 
the ages. In the article, ““The Red Tide,” by William O. 
Lay, Jr., in Destiny for January 1949 (pp. 21-23), these 
comments were made: 


‘Phenomena like the red tide of Communism engulf humanity 
only once in many centuries, and consequently wax to full de- 
velopment over a prolonged period of years. Students of Biblical 
prophecy, long aware of the part Communist Russia is to play 
in the judgment process of these fateful times, have been priv- 
ileged to watch the Communist tide grow from small beginnings 
to the awesome force it is today. Now, as 1948 swings into its 
final weeks, there is unmistakable evidence that the period of 
flood tide is approaching. . . . The capture of Mukden on 
October 31 came exactly 2520 days after the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor on December 7, 1941. This is of particular signifi- 
cance in view of the comment by Representative Walter H. 
Judd that the fall of Manchuria to the Communists was ‘another 
Pearl Harbor’ that presented the ‘gravest danger’ to the security 
of the United States.” 


Two years later the Communists struck in Korea, in- 
volving the United States in war through the United Na- 
tions. The bloody path of disobedience to the Divine will 
that followed the dismissal of General Douglas MacArthur 
from his Far Eastern command in April of 1951 has been 
strewn with the horrors of a prolonged and futile war. It 
might have terminated instead in a speedy and decisive 
defeat of the enemy if our national leaders, in whose hands 
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lay the authority to prosecute the war, had not forgotten 
that the Lord said: ‘“Thou shalt blot out their remembrance 
from under heaven.” 

The failure of our national leaders to obey this com- 
mand, which is the direct opposite of compromise and 
appeasement, has brought us directly to the present im- 
passe. It is long past time for us to cease trying to come to 
terms with this evil foe, but the only course that can be 
followed with Divine approval is to serve an ultimatum 
upon this heathen enemy, calling upon him to surrender 
to our terms or be destroyed. Any other action is the way 
to national suicide, for Soviet Russia and her satellites 
have already determined that their course shall be war to 
the finish. 





What Else (Could ‘Tue RELEASE oF the reports on 

Red brutality in the treatment of 
‘Be Exp ected ? prisoners of war in Korea is an 
indictment of our national leaders who have been advo- 
cating appeasement and entering into agreements with a 
vicious foe. On his Sunday evening broadcast of October 
18, 1953, Mr. Paul Harvey said: 


“The Greenlease kidnappers were pikers. With all the base 
cruelty of which their obscene intellects were capable, they 
murdered only one child. ‘They were after a paltry two-thirds of a 
million dollars. In our midst are Communists masquerading as 
Americans, seeking to kidnap an empire, and however many of 
our babies may be murdered in the process they consider an 
unimportant consequence of our resistance. Something has gone 
badly wrong with our moral values when we seek a prcempt 
conviction and execution of the Kansas City kidnappers, yet 
talk about a possible nonaggression pact with the Kremlin gang. 

“We should no more consider shaking hands with the Moscow 
butcher than we would set Carl Hall and Bonnie Heady free. 
We should no more consent to their presence in the UN than we 
would invite the kidnappers to make speeches in our schools, 
We should no more permit their embassies in our country than 
we would invite the kidnap criminals to dine in our homes. Our 
domestic experience should by now have proved that the law 
cannot ally itself with the lawless without becoming itself corrupt. 

“It is time that we apply at government level the same code of 
morals we expect at citizen levels. It is time for our government 
to wash its hands, repair its broken word and atone as best it can 
for the betrayal of 800,000,000 people.” 





Increasing Tensions AS WE TAKE a sweeping glance 
around the world today we 


cannot ignore the marked evidence of the increase in 
tensions everywhere. There is the undiminished frustration 
of the inability to come to terms with the North Koreans 
and Red Chinese, the ever-present threat of an upsurgence 
of turmoil in Germany and the tense nature of the situation 
involving Yugoslavia, Italy and Trieste. Unrest has con- 
tinued unabated in the Middle East, with both Iran and 
Egypt as areas of recurring crises, and, finally, there is the 
most recent flare-up of trouble in the Israeli state between 
Israelis and Arabs, involving the United Nations and, 
therefore, the Western world. In the background of all 
this, lurking like a black shadow of impending doom, is the 
stiffening attitude of the Kremlin toward the West. 

In the face of these global tensions it is difficult to under- 
stand Sir Winston Churchill’s optimism as expressed in his 
speech at the opening of Parliament on November 3, 1953. 
Discussing the unceasing and rapid development of atomic 
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weapons and the hydrogen bomb, Sir Winston said: 

“These fearful scientific discoveries cast their shadow on every 
thoughtful mind. But nevertheless, I believe we are justified in 
feeling there has been a diminution of tension and the possibilities 
of another war have diminished or at least become more remote.” 


Every human being who hates war and all the suffering 
it causes would like to believe these words to be true and 
many will believe them in spite of the evidence to the con- 
trary because of the reputation of the one who spoke them. 
However, when we turn to the statements of the prophets 
of the Lord there is no justification whatever for this op- 
timism. Actually, as they depict it, the present world 
situation was never more serious. The critical outlook was 
dealt with fully in Destiny for December 1953 * where it 
was shown that, unless the Lord intervenes, mankind will 
let loose forces that will wipe out the entire human race, 
leaving this globe but a barren waste. 

The announcement on August 20, 1953 of Soviet pos- 
session of the hydrogen bomb has completely neutralized 
the position of strength formerly held by the West when 
the United States alone had complete superiority in the 
production of A-bombs. From that day to this Soviet 
Russia has been moving forward in confidence in the 
knowledge of this change of status. 

Why did Sir Winston Churchill express himself as he 
did? Was it simply for political reasons? If that is so, a very 
grave responsibility will be his when events prove him to 
be wrong. Such an expression of optimism by a world- 
renowned figure like Sir Winston cannot help but cause 
many to discount the imminence of the danger. ‘Thus it will 
contribute to the snare-like aspect of this Day of Wrath 
when the full impact of impending destruction bursts 
upon the consciousness of a people who, by words en- 
gendered by wishful thinking, were lulled into unaware- 
ness. 





By Whatever Name» A DEMONSTRATION OF pure 
Marxism in action was given 


by the Russian Revolution of 1918 when the Bolsheviks 
seized power and tortured and murdered more than 30 
millions of people. When Stalin came to power with his 
particular brand of Communism, he liquidated the old 
Bolshevik guard in his seizure of control. 

As far as free peoples are concerned, whether it be the 
Marxian concept of Communism, or that of Stalin, or 
Tito, or any other brand, so long as it is Communism the 
end is the same — destruction of prosperity for the masses, 
destitution and want for multitudes, persecution and en- 
slavement, with torture and death, for all who refuse to 
conform with the edicts of whatever group happens to be 
in power. 

For some years now certain groups have been trying to 
propagandize the American people with the idea of a dis- 
tinction between Marxism and Stalinism. But by whatever 
name Communism may be known, it is inherently evil, for 
it denies the existence and sovereignty of God, repudiates 
Jesus Christ, His son, and His atonement, persecutes 
Christians, and wars against all the moral and ethical 
standards for which Christianity stands. 

Opposing the outlawing of the Communist Party in this

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country, Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt stated in Lewiston, 
Maine, on October 29, 1953: 


“There are many people who believe in the old Marxian con- 
cept of Communism as an ideal and they have not come in con- 
tact with Stalinism, which we fear. We cannot outlaw the Com- 
munists because of this latter group which believes in it — Com- 
munism — as an ideal.” 


There you have it — the attempt to clothe Bolshevism 
with a veil of respectability as though the passing of time 
had mellowed its diabolical attributes. However, there 
is no such thing as the harmlessness of Marxism as an ideal, 
for once established, the difference between Marxism and 
Stalinism in action would be tweedledee and tweedledum. 

May Americans remain alert and not allow themselves 
to be bewitched by the subtle propaganda that would lead 
them to believe one type of Marxism in action to be less 
dangerous than another. All forms of the deadly creed of 
Communism are emanations from the Bottomless Pit and 
those who accept its lies become the hapless victims of a 
delusion for which no remedy is found. 





Signs of “Disintegration, ON OcrossrR 14, 1953, 
Israeli troops raided 


three Arab villages, killing defenseless men and women 
and destroying their homes. When members of the United 
Nations protested, Prime Minister David Ben Gurion 
placed all responsibility for the incident upon Jordan, 
stating the raid to have been made by “‘frontier settlers”” — 
not Israeli army units. Later this was denied by eyewit- 
nesses who stated the raiders were in the uniform of the 
Israeli army. | 

Adding to the friction among opposing factions in that 
area of the Middle East is the Israeli government’s hydro- 
electric project that would turn the waters of the Jordan 
away from neighboring states. The United States govern- 
ment expressed its disapproval of this by holding up allot- 
ments of money to the Israeli state. Then, a few days later 
(Was pressure brought to bear upon those in high places?), 
the ban was lifted, the explanation being that the Israelis 
had promised to halt the project. 

But what assurance is there that, when they have re- 
ceived the allotment of money, they will not again resume 
the project? The evidence is not in favor of expecting the 
political Zionists in control in that land to act in good 
faith. Their dealings with the Arabs and their flouting of 
the rules and regulations of the UN are both cases in point. 

Agreements seem to be treated by the Zionists with as 
much contempt as similar agreements are regarded by the 
Communists. The moving of the seat of the Israeli govern- 
ment from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem is a glaring example of 
this. Over a period of four years this action has been carried 
out in direct violation of the UN resolution of 1949, recom- 
mending the internationalization of Jerusalem. The UN 
action had stemmed largely from the fact that Jerusalem 
is regarded as sacred ground by Moslems and Christians 
as well as Jews. The Arab ambassadors of Egypt, Syria, 
Lebanon, Iraq, Saudi Arabia and Jordan have all pro- 
tested this move, but the Jews have simply ignored all 
protests. When the Israeli Foreign Ministry was moved 
from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem in July of 1953 the following 
report was given: 


“Several diplomats, including the Argentine Minister, Dr.

Pablo Manguel, agreed to make purely private, unpublicized 
visits to the Foreign Ministry. The Argentine saw his name in 
headlines the next day and demanded that the [Israeli] press 
publish his indignant protest.” 


To this can now be added the fact that, although the 
raids against the Arab villages were carried out by Israeli 
troops according to eyewitnesses, the Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter’s explanation endeavored tc sidestep the responsibility 
of the Zionists for the attack. 

Ever since the Zionist state was set up in Palestine on 
May 16, 1948 a potentially explosive situation has existed 
there. Although the uneasy truce between the Arabs 
and the Jews has prevailed, peace has not come to the 
land. Also, rumors are rife which strongly intimate that 
the financial condition of the Zionist state is precarious. 
Added to this is the report of the exodus of many Jews from 
Palestine, indicating a growing discontent and lack of 
faith in the government and state. 

These signs of disintegration are of more than usual 
interest in view of what Daniel prophesied as the outcome 
of the endeavor on the part of certain elements among 
the Jews, whom he designated as “‘renegades,”’ to set up a 
kingdom in the latter days. This is commented upon fully 
in Study in Daniel, where it is stated that “renegades among 
the Jews will undertake to accomplish the establishment of 
a kingdom, but will fail.” * 

When, finally, the Israeli state has ceased to exist, what 
will those who have assumed this abortive move on the part 
of Zionist Jews to be the return of Israel to Palestine have 
to say then? Events are going to demonstrate that the 
Zionist seizure of Palestine is but one phase of the establish- 
ment of the Abomination That Maketh Desolate in the land.7 

The Christian world will be astonished in the day of 
revelation because it has refused to believe all that the 
prophets have foretold. Because of the failure to identify 
the House of Israel as the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples, 
many have fallen into the error of assuming the Jews to be 
all of Israel in the world today. Thus they have given their 
support to evil men pursuing a program of violence. 





“Boomerang THE CoMMUNISTS insisted, against our ob- 
jections, upon the opportunity to have 
explanation sessions with (7.¢c., “brain-wash’) the war 
prisoners who refused to return to them. Under pressure 
of endeavoring to secure a truce we finally consented to 
subject men whom we had promised freedom if they sur- 
rendered to this sort of treatment. The Chinese Reds were 
expecting to use it as a face-saving operation as well as to 
secure the consent of the men to return. However, the 
entire procedure has boomeranged against them for, 
without the opportunity to emphasize “persuasion” by 
the use of the lash and bayonet, less than two per cent 
of the prisoners of war have consented to return. The re- 
maining 98 per cent were vociferous and violent in their 
opposition, preferring to remain prisoners than return to 
the Communist so-called paradise. No amount of promises 
could lure them into changing their minds. 
Here is a suggestion. Let us exchange the Communists

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and fellow travelers in our midst for a like number of 
anti-Communists from behind the iron curtain. Let those 
in America who desire the Communist form of govern- 
ment have the type of administration they seek by trans- 
porting them to Soviet Russia and we will take in exchange 
those who desire to escape the tyranny of a government 
they hate. 

Even the Communists in America, who are free to go 
to a land where they can have the government of their 
choice, show no desire to go there although we are not 
detaining them as their comrades across the sea detain 
those who would like to leave the Communist Paradise but 
are forcefully required to remain. If Communism is so 
fine, surely the prisoners of war who once lived under such 
a form of government would be the first to know it. 





Unmitigated Gall Rassi Dudley Weinberg told the 
Brotherhood of ‘Temple Ohabei 


Shalom, Brookline, October 27, 1953, that the State 
Department “violated American tradition by cutting off 
economic aid to Israel over the Jordan border incident.” 
But he went further than this to say that the State Depart- 
ment’s action does not “‘betray the slightest evidence of 
any real effort to establish a genuine peace in the Middle 
East.” 

This is a strange comment indeed in view of the circum- 
stances which led the U. S. State Department to tempo- 
rarily withhold further economic aid from the Zionist 
state. The Israeli hydro-electric project, which would 
deprive Syria and Jordan of irrigation water from the 
Jordan River, certainly does not foster peace in the Middle 
East; neither did the recent murderous attacks on Jordan 
villages; nor the report that Major General Vagn Bennike, 
UN truce supervisor in Palestine, and some of his observer 
staff, have been threatened with death by Israelis. 

This, let it be remembered, is against the background 
of the death of the first UN mediator in Palestine, Count 
Folke Bernadotte of Sweden, who was killed by Jews in 
Jerusalem on September 17, 1948, soon after beginning his 
work. And back of all this is the dark fact that the Israeli 
state was brought to birth in the first place through 
violence and bloodshed, by gaining possession of houses 
and lands through atrocities committed against the Arabs 
(see “Zionist Atrocities,” Destiny for October 1948, pp. 
333-334). In the light of the history of the acts of political 
Zionism in the Middle East in alienating the friendship of 
the surrounding nations, it is nothing short of unmitigated 
gall to charge the United States Department of State as 
lacking in a desire to establish peace in the Middle East. 

The Rabbi’s remark smacks of the language of Com- 
munist propaganda when he follows their method of 
accusing others of what they themselves are doing. From 
the inception of the Israeli state, political Zionism has 
taken up the sword of aggression and stands indicted by 
the Divine condemnation expressed in these words in 
the Smith & Goodspeed translation of Matthew 26: 52: 


“For all who draw the sword will die by the sword.” 


Based upon this verdict alone the Israeli state is doomed 
to destruction for, having destroyed others by violence, it 
is itself to be destroyed in the throes of war yet to sweep 
over the entire Middle East when the hour strikes for the 
Battle of that Great Day of God Almighty to begin. 
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Thoughts From a Timeless Letter 


F ALL THE Epistles writtenvby 
the Apostle Paul, none is so 
truly a letter as his warm- 

hearted message to the Philippians. As 
Meyer says: “‘Not one [of his Epistles] 
isso eminently an epistle of the feelings, 
an outburst of the moment, springing 
from the deepest inward need of loving 
fellowship amidst outward abandon- 
ment and tribulation; a model, withal, 
of the union of tender love and at 
times an almost elegiac impress of 
courageous resignation in the prospect 
of death, with high apostolic dignity 
and unbroken holy joy, hope, and 
victory over the world.” 

Godet points out that, as Philemon 
shows us the apostle’s way of request- 
ing a favor, Philippians is a specimen 
of how he returned thanks. Note the 
fervor of his words in the second 
paragraph of the first chapter: 


“IT thank my God at my every remem- 
brance of you — always, when offering 
any prayer on behalf of you all, finding a 
joy in offering it. I thank my God, I say, 
for your co-operation in spreading the 
gospel, from the time it first came to you 
even until now. For of this I am confident, 
that He who has begun a good work 
within you will go on to perfect it in prepa- 
ration for the Day of Jesus Christ. And 
I am justified in having this confidence 
about you all, because, both during my 
imprisonment and when I stand up in 
defence of the gospel or to confirm its 
truth, I have you in my heart, sharers as 
you all are in the same grace as myself. For 
God is my witness how I yearn over all of 
you with tender Christian affection.” 
(Weymouth Translation.) 


Philippi was a military city of im- 
portance on the great highway from 
East to West. Paul went there in 
response to the call which came to him 
in a vision, ‘come over into Macedo- 
nia, and help us.” Philippi was a 
Roman colony and had no synagogue; 
however, there was a place outside the 
city by a riverside where women 
gathered on the Sabbath for prayer. 
Paul and Silas joined this group and 
preached the Gospel to them. Soon a 
prominent businesswoman, a mer- 
chant of Thyatira, heard Paul speak 
and became the first Macedonian 
Christian. This devout woman not 
only opened her heart to Christ, but 
her home became the center for mis- 
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sionary activities throughout the entire 
region. It was about ten years later 
that Paul wrote his Philippian Epistle, 
in which we see his remembrance of 
the stirring scenes of his first visit, and 
his abiding love for those who had 
labored with him in the cause of 
Christ. 

Paul’s chief concern in this letter 
is that these Christian converts con- 
tinue to grow in grace and wisdom. 
He points out things to help them 
advance in faith and works; he warns 
of things to shun, which might lead 
them away from truth and into 
grievous errors. First of all he would 
have them go on to maturity and 
become richer in knowledge and dis- 
cernment: 


“And it is my prayer that your love 
may be more and more accompanied by 
clear knowledge and keen perception, for 
testing things that differ, so that you may 
be men of transparent character, and may 
be blameless, in preparation for the Day 
of Christ, being filled with those fruits of 
righteousness which come through Jesus 
Christ — to the glory and praise of God.” 


Next Paul takes up a problem many 
of us have wondered about — and 
that is a question concerning the va- 
rious motives which lead men to 
preach Christ. 


*““Some indeed,” Paul declares, “‘actually 
preach Christ out of envy and contentious- 
ness, but there are also others who do it 
from goodwill. These latter preach Him 
from love to me, knowing that I am here 
for the defence of the gospel; while the 
others proclaim Him from motives of 
rivalry, and insincerely, supposing that by 
this they are embittering my imprisonment. 

*‘What does it matter, however? In any 
case Christ is preached — either perversely 
or in honest truth; and in that I rejoice, 
yes, and will rejoice. For 1 know that it will 
result in my salvation through your prayers 
and a bountiful supply of the Spirit of 
Jesus Christ, in fulfillment of my eager 
expectation and hope that I shall never 
have reason to feel ashamed, but that by 
my perfect freedom of speech Christ will 
be glorified in me, now as always, either 
by my life or by my death.” 


Here, undoubtedly, is the answer to 
the distress we experience when some 
of our brethren use questionable meth- 
ods in promoting the Kingdom Gospel, 
and when others go off at a tangent on

matters of doctrine and interpretation. 
Men carry on the work of the Lord 
with various motives now just as they 
did in the days of the Apostles. 
Though it be done in pretense, in envy, 
in selfishness or ignorance, the name 
of Christ is being made known, Paul 
contends, and that is what matters. 
Who knows when the mention of His 
name even falsely may lead some to 
search the Scriptures and learn the 
truth for themselves? Therefore, let us 
not create animosity and disturbance 
in the household of faith merely be- 
cause we do not all agree on methods 
and doctrines. As Paul adds: 


“Only let the lives you live be worthy 
of the gospel of Christ, in order that, 
whether I come and see you or, being 
absent, only hear of you, I may know 
that you are standing fast in one spirit and 
with one mind, fighting shoulder to shoul- 
der for the faith of the gospel.” 


In the second chapter, Paul urges 
Christians to practice mutual love and 
humility. ““Let the very spirit which 
was in Christ Jesus be in you also.” 
Did not Jesus strip Himself of His 
glory and humble Himself even unto 
death on the cross? 


“It is because of this,” says Paul, “that 
God has so highly exalted Him, and has 
conferred on Him the Name which is 
supreme abcve every other name, in order 
that in the Name of Jesus every knee 
should bow, of beings in the highest 
heavens, of those on the earth, and of those 
in the underworld, and that every tongue 
should confess that Jesus Curist is Lorn, 
to the glory of God the Father.” 


Therefore, the Apostle makes this 
appeal for becoming conduct on the 
part of all the followers of Christ: 


*‘Do nothing in the spirit of factiousness 
or of vainglory, but in a humble spirit let 
every one regard the rest as being of more 
account than himself; each fixing his 
attention, not simply on his own interests, 
but also on those of others. . . . Be ever 
on your guard against a grudging and 
contentious spirit, so that you may always 
prove yourselves to be blameless and spot- 
less — irreproachable children of God in 
the midst of a crooked and perverse genera- 
tion, among whom you are seen as heav- 
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enly lights in the world, holding out to 
them a word of Life.” 


Chapter three sounds a warning 
that is more urgent at the present time 
than it was when Paul wrote it. In the 
Authorized Version, verse 2 reads: 


‘Beware of dogs, beware of evil workers, 
beware of the concision.” 


Weymouth renders it: 


“Beware of ‘the dogs,’ the dishonest 
workmen, the self-mutilators.” 


Moffatt translates this verse, and 
verses 3—6, as follows: 


“Beware of these dogs, these wicked 
workmen, the incision-party! We are the 
true Circumcision, we who worship God in 
spirit, we who pride ourselves on Christ 
Jesus, we who rely upon no outward 
privilege. ‘Though I could rely on outward 
privilege, if I chose; whoever thinks he 
can rely on that, I can outdo him. I was 
circumcised on the eighth day after birth; 
I belonged to the race of Israel, to the 
tribe of Benjamin; I was the Hebrew son 
of Hebrew parents, a Pharisee as regards 
the Law, in point of ardour a persecutor 
of the church, immaculate by the standard 
of legal righteousness.”’ 


The Preacher’s Homiletic Commentary, 
published by Funk & Wagnalls, gives 
the following comment on verse 2: 


‘* “Beware of dogs, beware of evil work- 
ers, beware of the concision.’ ‘Dogs’ was 
an epithet expressive of great contempt, 
and indicative of impurity and profanity. 
It was a term applied to the Judaizers, 
or, as Chrysostom calls them, ‘base and 
contemptible Jews, greedy of filthy lucre 
and fond of power, who, desiring to draw 
away numbers of believers, preached at 
the same time both Christianity and 
Judaism, corrupting the gospel.’ They 
were ‘evil workers’ causing much spiritual 
mischief. ‘They were of ‘the concision’ — 
mere cutters or slashers of the flesh. “The 
Same men are described in each clause as 
impure and profane, as working spiritual 
mischief, and as taken up with a puerile 
faith in flesh-cutting. In the first clause you 
have their character, in the second their 
conduct, and in the third their destructive 
creed. Men who insisted on circumcision 
as essential to salvation made the rite 
ridiculous — Judaized ere they Christian- 
ized. . . . To hinge salvation-on circum- 
cision was such a spurious proselytism, 
such a miserable subversion of the liberty 
of the gospel, such a perverse and super- 
stitious reliance on a manual rite, that its 
advocates might well be caricatured and 
branded as the concision’ (Eadie). The false 
in religion stands exposed and condemned 
by the character and methods of its 


propagators.” 
Judaizers were the bane of Paul’s 
existence; they hounded him every-

where he went. Unfortunately for us, 
Judaizing did not end with the Apos- 
tolic Age, as most people suppose. 
Would that it had! The same influence 
is a greater menace at the present mo- 
ment than ever before in the history of 
Christianity. 

Naturally the methods which Ju- 
daizers use today are more refined and 
subtle than in Paul’s day. Circumci- 
sion, for instance, is no longer an issue. 
Now Judaists infiltrate first at the top, 
knowing that if they can control the 
shepherds, the sheep will follow. Con- 
sequently, they have been prying their 
way into teaching positions in Chris- 
tian theological schools and into various 
departments of church-supported col- 
leges and universities. With a pretense 
of brotherly love and helpfulness, rab- 
bis are writing books presumably for 
Christian edification; aiding educa- 
tional boards of the churches in writing 
the literature for all departments; 
speaking from Christian pulpits; and, 
in general, worming their way into the 
policy-making level of all Christian 
organizations. 


Williams Intelligence Summary,* Oc- 
tober 1953, comments as follows on 
modern Judaizing: 


““T'wo of the three biggest revolutionary 
organizations in the Western world, en- 
gaged in the subjugation of the Anglo- 
Saxon influence and of Christianity, and 
establishing ‘a new racial domination’ of 
the world, have affected an alliance with 
the National Council of Churches. The 
two organizations are the American Jewish 
Committee and its organizational partner, 
the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B’rith. 

“The alliance, agreed to by the contract- 
ing parties a little over a year ago, puts 
at the disposal of the two Zionist organiza- 
tions the full channels of communication 
of the major Protestant denominations in 
America, claiming member-churches with 
over 30,000,000 members, more than half 
of all Protestants in this country. The 
alliance means that the literature of the 
National Council and its member churches 
— Christian Churches — in the future will 
be slanted to please the great enemy of 
Christianity and the Anglo-Saxon-Nordic 
race. ... 

“I have been noticing that the literature 
of these churches, the old line once-con- 
servative denominations including some 
in the Old South, in recent months have 
become so bold that they defend the Anti- 
Defamation League, champion its full 
program and actually name it as a source

of material. We have long known that 
the ADL was influencing the literature of 
National Council Churches, but the docu- 
ment shows that hereafter the sky is the 
limit as regards Zionist-Marxist propaganda 
through these churches and we must now 
expect tens of millions of dollars of Zionist 
money to be thus used to mislead our chil- 
dren in the Sunday schools and ourselves 
in the congregations.” 


What do the Jews say about their 
program of infiltration? A_ booklet 
called Facts, recently issued by the 
American Jewish Committee, is the 
document to which the Summary re- 
fers. In its pages the Jews boldly state 
their aims as follows: 


“Through the newly created Division of 
Christian Education of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches, the AJC and ADL will 
jointly have an unprecedented opportunity 
to aid in the preparation of lesson mate- 
rials, study guides, audio visual aides, etc., 
for use in educational purposes sponsored 
by the Protestant churches and organiza- 
tions... . 

“‘Under the auspices of Drew Theological 
Seminary, we have conducted an exhaus- 
tive study of religious textbooks currently 
used in Protestant schools. Errors, mis- 
statements and misconceptions of the his- 
toric role of the Jews in the earliest days 
of Christianity have been and will con- 
tinue to be tabulated and brought to the 
attention of Protestant educators and text- 
book publishers. As a result . . . there has 
been a steady and significant progress in 
the elimination of such material. Similar 
work on a more limited scale is being car- 
ried on with respect to Catholic Sunday 
and parochial school materials. .. . 

“We supply Christian religious publica- 
tions with prepared materials, articles, and 
stories depicting Jewish life, Jewish spiritual 
heritage and Jewish religious values as 
well as articles on current issues which 
particularly affect American Jews.” 


As a matter of fact, Christians have 
a remarkable and reliable textbook on 
the “‘role of the Jews in the earliest 
days of Christianity.” It is the New 
Testament. But the Jews find the rec- 
ord embarrassing and have set out to 
destroy it. “Beware — beware — be- 
ware” of Judaizers, said Paul. Jesus 
the Master is saying, “‘Beware of 
wolves which come to you in sheep’s 
clothing.” 

In case some are deceived as to the 
real purpose back of Zionist interest in 
Christian activities, these statements 
below should prove somewhat reveal- 
ing. The late Rabbi Isaac M. Wise 
said: 

‘The teachings of Reform Judaism will

EVIEW of World Affairs

London, November 1 (By CABLE) 

IESTE IS A grave problem because behind the whole 

scene lies a strategic aim; it is a tactical diversion 
complicated by astute Eastern intervention. The 
Soviet objective is to destroy Britain’s Balkan defense plans 
and to make NATO’s Western projects impossible. Korea 
was intended to be — and remains — a tactical diversion 
with the object of creating a strategic problem for the 
West and the total Communization of Southeast Asia. 
Mau Mau is intended to tie up British forces; exacerbate 
the bitter controversy over racial questions; and to pave 
the way for the political sabotage of a vital strategic base. 
The growing threat of Soviet intervention in Persia is 
intended to confuse Western policy in Central Asia and to 
pave the way towards Russian control of that area. Activ- 
ities in Tibet are intended to terrorize India into neutral- 


‘ity, while extending the work of the Communist Party in 


that vulnerable country. Communist activity in British 
Guiana forms part of an over-all plan to gain control of 
Latin America, thus causing the United States a serious 
problem in the Western hemisphere, which would divert 
her from wider defense projects. 

The only active issue now causing trouble which is not 
directly planned by the Eastern Powers is the dispute 


§ between Israel and Jordan. Nevertheless, this dispute will, 


in all probability, have far-reaching results, because, if it 
develops, Russia may be forced to support either the Arabs 
or the Jews. Whichever she chooses will involve her in very 
dangerous enmities. None of these local issues can be dealt 
with without regard to the over-all problem. Each involves 
problems of world strategy. 

While we talk and haggle over Korea and Indo-China, 
nearly all Southeast Asia is being lost. If we continue to 
hesitate, one day (not long hence) we shall wake up to find 
that the loss has, in fact, occurred. If we allow Soviet 


jagencies and fellow travellers to intervene in Africa, we 


shall awaken one day to find that continent aflame from 
end to end. 

A few more months of mere pious hopes that, somehow 
or other, Central Asia will arrange its affairs in a way ac- 
eptable to us, and we shall find that it has become a 
Soviet bastion of great strength and power. The slightest 

eakness in Guiana will provide a signal for a major Com- 


smunist offensive throughout Latin America, where Russian 
fintrigue is now on a vast scale. Those who oppose British 


activities in Guiana are ill-advised. As to Trieste, it can but 

be said that this dangerous affair raises the whole question 

of Tito’s real position and that of the stability of Italy. 
Ever since Stalin’s death, a theory has been widely 


propagated that Russia is in a new and more helpful mood

and that the danger of war has receded. Such observers as 
we have been able to consult have never agreed with that 
theory. Many observers feel that the dangers are so far 
from being less, and so near to being mortal, that a sum- 
mary of the most authoritative official opinions should now 
be given. 

It will be noticed that the authorities think that the 
dangers are that: 

1) The A-bomb stock-pile is now large and the Russian 
H-bomb is both extremely powerful and about to go into 
full production. 

2) At the publicly-stated official estimate, Russia’s 
submarine fleet is almost ten times larger than Germany’s 
in 1939-40. In fact, it is well over ten times greater. 

3) Russia is spending vastly more — not less — on 
armaments in 1953 than in 1952. 

4) Over 70 per cent of America’s industry is in highly 
vulnerable areas, while all British and Western European 
industry is so situated. , 

5) A surprise H-bomb attack will become possible at no 
distant date. Once launched, it is possible that our entire 
central control would be knocked out within a few hours. 

To the above official conclusions should be added: 

/) Russia is tending towards a more and more aggressive 
strategic planning; shows no sign of peaceful intentions; 
and refuses all plans for disarmament under control and 
inspection. 

2) NATO’s essential strategic base — Africa — is being 
politically undermined with deliberate strategic intent. 

3) Western Europe is still gravely disunited and much 
of it is politically disturbed, while its relative military 
strength has not increased to any appreciable extent. 

4) British public opinion, in particular, is almost totally 
ignorant of the dangers. A recent public opinion poll 
showed that only 14 per cent of those who vote Conserva- 
tive believe in these dangers. 

The answer to these dangers is considered by strategists 
to be: 

7) Russia has not yet produced a stock-pile of H-bombs. 
NATO, therefore, has a slight margin of time still avail- 
able. Russia’s A-bomb can still be considered as neutral- 
ized by the American stock-pile. 

2) Russia will not dare to use the H-bomb if NATO can 
retaliate with this weapon using the same or superior 
launching devices. This requires strategic bases around 
the globe —each with decentralized supply and inde- 
pendent emergency command powers — so that Russia 
knows in advance that a surprise attack on her part would 
mean full retaliation, even though our main centers had 
been destroyed. 
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3) There is reason to believe that, if this position were 
established, Russia would not strike at our main positions 
with either A- or H-bombs. This position has not yet, how- 
ever, in fact been established. It will cost more — not less 
— money for defenses. It will mean a highest priority 
speed-up in H-bomb production. 

4) Once the atomic weapon is neutralized, the entire 
situation will fall into a far less grave context. It is true 
that Russia’s present superiority on land, in submarines 
and in air strength would remain a serious danger. On the 
other hand, full mobilization of the entire free world — if 
carried out — would go far to offset this danger, in view 
of Russia’s very great internal weaknesses and the notable 
political vulnerability of the satellites. The main factors 
upon which to concentrate are air power and anti-sub- 
marine devices, plus the supply and command independ- 
ence of major bases such as Africa. 

Given all this, the West would then gain time on favor- 
able terms — but favorable only if also used for effective 
political warfare; unfavorable, if wasted while the Eastern 
Powers could undermine our political, social and economic 
structure, while we did nothing. Having said all that, there 
remains priority number one — morale. This has been 
lacking and is, to a large extent, still lacking. It involves 
deep-rooted problems of spiritual as well as intellectual 
conviction. While physical defensive measures are vital, 
moral and spiritual measures are conditions of survival — 
whatever physical defenses we possess. Moral and spiritual 
measures Can overcome very great physical disadvantages. 
If we neglect our spiritual defenses, we shall risk very 
grave consequences. 

The foregoing dossier of official opinions raises a political 
question. How can these statements be reconciled with 
persistent political pronouncements that the danger of war 
has receded and that a new and more hopeful atmosphere 
now exists? A confluence of political, social and economic 
trends, in conjunction with the deep emotions of Sir 
Winston Churchill, have created a situation in which a 
great body of official opinion is saying pretty well the exact 
opposite to a distinguished body of political opinion. 
There is a striking contradiction between one official opin- 
ion which says the dangers are mortal and increasing, and 
another which says they are receding and giving place to 
a sure hope of lasting peace. The public, therefore, is in a 
very difficult position. There can be little doubt that, if the 
opinion that the dangers are receding were stated by any- 
one other than Sir Winston Churchill, few people would 
accept it. If prolonged talks and attempts at negotiation 
fail, and merely have the effect of giving Russia time to 
build a stock-pile of several hundred H-bombs, the West 
having relaxed in the meantime, what will history say? 

The question posed is, why were the American and 
British governments taken unawares by Russia’s atomic 
advances? Neither the present American nor British gov- 
ernments are responsible for this. ‘The question is, there- 
fore, only academic. It is, however, known that both Mr. 
Truman and Mr. Attlee were fully warned. Both men were 
stubborn and shortsighted. Neither could imagine vast 
projects. In our view, the miscalculation was largely due 
to a narrowness of vision typical of both men. 

If Sir Winston has successes, they are on a vast scale. 
If he makes mistakes, they are likewise big. He is essentially 
and in every sense big. His predecessor was essentially 
small. Although not without great technical abilities, Mr. 
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Attlee always saw, and still sees, the smallest factors in 
every issue. The typical doctrinaire Victorian Fabian, he 
is narrow to the point of danger. The results were contempt 
for warnings and the loss of valuable time. Mr. Truman 


actually failed to order any major work on the H-bomb | 


until 1950 — the year in which Russia had already made 
her first active experiments. Thus, several years were lost. 
All warnings were officially swept aside as alarmist inac- 
curacies — or even as attempts to demoralize Western 
opinion. The case was never objectively investigated. Those 
two little men could be warned only at the cost of their 
acute personal displeasure. Had they not so misjudged 
Russia’s projects, President Eisenhower and Sir Winston 
Churchill would not now be faced with the H-bomb 
problem; the West would already be ahead of Russia, 
instead of behind — a factor which has changed the whole 
strategic situation to a disquieting extent. 

This report comes from our best observer in Berlin. The 


inhabitants of some of the towns and villages on the Ger- | 


man-Polish border along the Baltic coast observed flights 
of extraordinary objects, which appeared to be round. 
They generally flew in groups of six or more, with many 


abrupt twists and turns, and at what seemed to be very © 


high speeds. Reports were made to both the East German 
and Polish police, as well as to both Intelligence services. 
There was a sudden and complete change of attitude on 
the part of the local services. Both police and Intelligence 
began flatly to deny the evidence. They declared that 
nothing of the kind had happened and threatened people 
who made reports that they would be dealt with as im- 
perialist rumor-mongers if they did not stop talking. 

A strange object landed on a country road running 
roughly parallel to the railroad between Miedzyzaraje and 
Wolin. The landing took place with very little noise, so 
that little attention was attracted. No one was actually on 
the spot when the object landed. Seven witnesses ap- 
proached the object. They estimated its diameter as 
between 15 and 20 meters. It had a spherical center — 
apparently of metal — which was entirely closed. On the 
outside was a large flat circle on which wide exhaust pipes 
could be seen, reminiscent of jet engines. No engine, how- 
ever, was visible. This outer circle was also of metal. There 
appeared to be no human beings aboard. There was 
neither sound nor movement. None of these people dared 
approach the central sphere, but all were impressed by 
Russian inscriptions — on both central sphere and outer 
circle. None had any doubt that the object was Russian. 

A German thought it prudent to disappear. He left the 
place at once; the others remained. Soon after 8 p.m., the 
policeman returned and shortly afterwards a Soviet heli- 
copter landed with several MVD officers. Immediate 
action was taken to close off the area. None of the six 
remaining witnesses, nor the policeman, has been seen or 
heard of since. A police net was thrown out to catch the 
man who had left. Police and troops were turned out to 
comb a wide area. The Russian authorities know the man’s 
name but he has not been caught yet.

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RE Is an ebb and flow in the tide of world events 
and when, for a while, there appears to be a lull in 
the spate of happenings hitting the headlines, it does 

not mean that nothing is brewing beneath the surface, or 
that moves of far-reaching consequence are not being 
made behind the scenes. 

Persia, on the periphery of the Soviet orbit of influence 
in the Middle East, is still torn with inner dissensions, and 
remains a vulnerable area due to its one thousand miles of 
frontier being contiguous with the U.S.S.R. Two new anti- 
government movements have been launched: a new pro- 
Mossadegh ‘‘National Front” and an anti-Western reli- 
gious group urging the army to turn against the Shah. 
The gravest defiance so far has come from Mohammed 
Nasser, ruler of the three million strong Qashqai tribes- 
men, who demand the restoration of Mossadegh to power; 
the prevention of intervention by the Shah in government 
affairs, and the abolition of the Senate. 

Back from a tour d’ horizon in Persia, David Walker de- 
scribes an interview with a former member of the Majlis 
(the lower House of Parliament), who declaimed: 


“The time for decadent royalty is past. There must be a coun- 
ter-revolution beside which the Zahedi coup was a hors d’oeuvre. 
Blood will flow in torrents. We shall never become the pawns of 
American imperialism. Iran is not a prostitute to be bought with 
dollars.” 


The Curse of Politics 


Concluding his on-the-spot observations, this well- 
known correspondent writes: 


“Teheran is a mine of misinformation, even in the most re- 
spectable places. It is against this background, too, that a rumor 
can start a riot. For this is also a center of passionate violence, 
and violence for the moment is hitched to politics. For the Tudeh 
(Communist) party, temporarily illegal and underground, this is 
translated into terms of hidden bazookas, TNI and Russian 
rifles, waiting for the next day of reckoning. For the Army it 
means shooting at sight. 

‘Persia is uneasy and taut; and the only safe bet is that we 
have not seen the end of bloodshed. The curse of politics has 
brought to Persia the possibility of canalizing turbulence and 
chaining violence to causes. For thousands of families it means 
a dagger for the settling of private differences. For the ancient 
kingdom of Iran dearly loves a scrap.” 


Meanwhile, the TJimes quotes the following opinion 
given by an Iranian politician as to the prospects of solving 
the “burning question” of oil: 


“The Western Powers must concede to the Shah what they 
did not wish to concede to Mossadegh but must not demand from 
the Shah what they could not have obtained from Mossadegh. 
The British must concentrate on the questions of an indemnity 
and of future trade in oil. As to the legal aspects of the dispute, 
these are not questions which can be solved on the basis of law. 
Whatever may be the juridical foundation of the British claim, 
the Persian Government will not be able to accept it, because, 
while a government which follows Mossadegh can be more rea- 
sonably nationalist, it cannot fail to be nationalist and cannot 
show itself compliant where he was adamant. 

“The Americans and the British must be broadminded and 
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generous in dealing with the new government, if Persia is to be 
won back to the West. The problem today is to save — not the 
money or interests of the Anglo-Iranian Company — but Persia 
herself.” 


The big stick of Communist domination is also being 
used as a bargaining counter in Egypt where, under the 
newly signed Trade Agreement with the U.S.S.R., the 
Egyptians are to receive Russian arms in addition to heavy 
machinery and wheat, in return for cotton, manganese and 
phosphates. It has now become clear that while Naguib 
was chosen by the other officers of the Council of Revolu- 
tion, as being “‘an admirable and irreproachable figurehead cal- 
culated to command the confidence of the people,” the real leader 
is Colonel Gamal Nasser who, rebuking vocal critics of 
the military regime, recently declared: 


“Imperialism is behind them. But preparations are being made 
to force the British out of the Canal zone and separate armies are 
being formed in all parts of Egypt and arms distributed to them.” 


On a subsequent occasion, following an ultimatum to 
the British Government demanding simple answers to 
Egyptian demands, ‘“‘or e/se,’”> Colonel Nasser was asked 
what he meant by “or else’? and he replied: 


*“‘We cannot stand procrastination forever. We are energetically 
preparing ourselves and mobilizing our resources and manpower 
for the great liberation battle. Military training camps are in 
every village. Every possibility has been weighed and scrutinized 
and Egypt will soon be militarily fit for battle. If the talks failed, 
Anglo-Egyptian relations would be damaged beyond repair.” 


For a nation — which was pushed back from Gaza in 
1948 by an Israeli army of insignificant proportions — to 
talk so big indicates that there must be some powerful 
outside influence supporting such pretensions. 


The World’s Highway 


This is indeed the major factor which has caused dismay 
in responsible quarters over the proposed surrender of the 
Suez Canal Zone to the present regime in control of Egypt. 
As the Rt. Hon. L. S. Amery, a former Colonial Minister 
to the British Government, puts it in a letter to the Times: 


“‘Are we on the point of abdicating our responsibilities to the 
Commonwealth, to the world at large, and to the peoples of the 
Middle East, by abandoning our control of the world’s most vital 
international highway to an Egyptian government utterly in- 
capable of exercising responsibility? The canal itself would cease 
to exist as the World’s Highway if the Middle East were in Rus- 
sia’s hands. That a base on the Canal is the only effective strategic 
answer to that danger will hardly be disputed. Nor have we any 
right to abdicate our more regional responsibilities in the Middle 
East. 

“Can we afford to ignore the fact that Egypt and the other 
countries of the Arab League avowedly regard themselves as still 
at war with Israel, and that there is nothing, except our presence, 
to prevent them from declaring the existing truce at an end at 
any moment. What guarantee have we, other then our power to 
keep the Canal open, to prevent this or a subsequent Egyptian 
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government from tearing up any pledges given? What would be 
the value in such eventualities of any paper agreement admitting 
our right of re-entry?” 

Few people have any conception of the vital importance 
of this Zone or of its staggering size. The Storehouse and 
Workshop at Tel-el-Kebir alone covers fifteen square 
miles and is equipped to maintain ten divisions. It is served 
by roads and light railways 100 miles long. Military work- 
shops cover a million square feet of floor space and it took 
more than a decade to establish it as a permanent depot. 
Three thousand highly qualified technical troops and five 
thousand civilians are needed to keep the depot ticking 
over. Yet, Tel-el-Kebir — the key to Suez — is only the 
hub of a cluster of garrisons and air bases which have cost 
Britain fifty million pounds per annum to maintain. 

In view of these facts and figures it is easy to understand 
why the British government complains that it will take 
eighteen months to complete evacuation. It is equally 
obvious that the right of re-entry would mean nothing at 
all once the 70,000 British troops were withdrawn since the 
Soviet could capture the Zone by parachute assault in less 
than eighteen hours. 

Supporting Mr. Amery in his opposition were four 
prominent members of the House of Lords, led by a former 
Lord Chief Justice of England. Their insistence that the 
British Prime Minister should stand by the pledge implied 
in his speech in Parliament (last May) when he spoke of 
“*the duty which has fallen on us and us alone, of safeguarding 
the interests of free nations in the Middle East, and also of pre- 
serving the international waterway of the Suez Canal,” appeared 
to have salutary results since it drew from Lord Salisbury, 
acting as deputy Foreign Minister, the assurance: 

““We have by no means reached agreement even on general principles 
and I am by no means certain that we shall. If Egypt will not meet us, 
we Shall just go on staying put. The present garrison is the minimum 
needed to maintain our position if we were faced with an unfriendly 
Egypt.” 

The Prophetic Pidiure 


Why do we consider it necessary to record these happen- 
ings in these columns? Because trivial though they may 
seem by comparison with the larger issues which confront 
the world today, at the same time they fit into the pattern 
of prophecy fulfilled in current events. As the prophetic 
Scriptures enjoin us. “Seek ye out of the book of the Lord, and 
read: no one of these shall fail, none shall want her mate’ (Isa. 
34: 16). Not one of the prophecies fail to find their mate or 
fulfillment in the pages of human history and, by seeing 
the details on the smaller scale fulfilled, we are given con- 
fidence in anticipation of the literal fulfillment of the wider 
sweep of events on the eschatological and cosmic scale. 

In London, recently, there was held the Second Assem- 
bly of the International Press Institute, being an Associa- 
tion of Editors of the Free World’s Press, and representing 
32 countries. This year (1953) they met to discuss the 
problem of foreign news and how to make it intelligible, 
so that their readers would receive a more accurate pic- 
ture. As E. J. B. Rose, Director of the I. P. I., sums up in 
the Observer: 

“Editors and correspondents agree that in all countries the 
picture is very often quite unnecessarily distorted: there is far 
too much emphasis on crisis and conflict, partly because readers 
find conflicts more exciting than settlements. The result is that 
the positive, unsensational side of daily life is more or less ignored. 
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Editors again are influenced in their choice of news by the pre- 
conceived ideas that they and their readers have of other coun. 
tries. 

*‘Unfortunately, most newspapers do not give sufficient inter- 
pretation or background to the news they print. The great ma- 
jority rely entirely on the services of news agencies which do not 
always supply interpretation of events. It is not enough to report 
that something has happened (so much is happening all the 
time); it is also necessary to explain why it has happened.” 

This is a valuable corrective to the tendency in certain 
circles to insist on a bald statement of facts divorced from 
all attempts at interpretation, but the danger is that such a 
policy can easily become the thin edge of the wedge of an 
unofficial censorship suppressing the expression of public 
opinion. Moreover, a bald statement of fact can some- 
times be as misleading without proper interpretation as the 
opinion of a biased commentator. Unjustified bias usually 
betrays itself sooner or later. The majority have little con- 
ception of the insidious attacks which are being made on 
the freedom of the press today from all directions. But 
never in the history of mankind has it been more essential 
to keep the expression of opinion free and clear. 


The Physical Drama 


It was Antoine de Saint Exupéry who was moved and 
inspired to exclaim: “The physical drama itself cannot touch 
us, until someone points out its spiritual sense.”’ How true that is. 
And in fulfilling this role the journal Destiny is performing 
a vital function. 

The beginning of a new year is always a time for pros- 
pect and retrospect and we find a secular journal in its 
editorial affirming: 


“Projections into the future, like all projections which necessarily as- 
sume other things to be equal, will no doubt be overtaken by the march of 
other events and policy decisions. But they are a guide to the prospect.” 


The desire to foresee the future is such a deeply rooted 
instinct that many are inclined to think that any guide to 
the future is better than none. But the prophetic Scriptures 
alone can provide a guide to the march of events which is 
not dumbfounded by changes in policy decisions and at 
the same time reveals the spiritual significance of what is 
taking place. 

Meanwhile, the battle is joined between the forces of 
darkness and forces of light and insidiousness creeps in in 
the most subtle and unexpected manner. As Francis Wil- 
liams sees it: 


“The poison spreads. I have just been reading in the latest 
issue of The New Yorker, a reprint of an advertisement in The New 
York Times which, in its quiet way, is one of the most terrifying 
things I have seen for a long time. It is an advertisement of a 
play-writing contest and it contains this clause: “The sponsors 
reserve the right at any time to declare ineligible an author who 
is, or becomes publicly involved, in a scholastic literary political 
or moral controversy.’ ”’ 


In this particular instance the sponsors may have been 
making this proviso in the honest belief that they were 
using the methods of McCarthyism in an attempt to save 
America from subversive Communist propaganda. But the 
danger is that imitators of McCarthy with an ulterior 
motive in view can use the same method for unworthy 
ends. 

During World War II the Buchman group rightly came 
under official censure for circulating insidious questions, 
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such as the following: “‘Jf in your daily guidance you were told 
not to fight Hitler, what would you do?’ In the same way today 
many in Britain have already succumbed to the subversive 
whisper that all controversy of a moral or religious nature 
is evil. 

Nothing could be further from the truth. What the Bible 
condemns is contention not controversy. Contention is a 
from of negative, carping criticism, destructive in its re- 
sults, with which, as Christians, we are enjoined by Paul 
to have nothing to do. But controversy, with its lively inter- 
change of views, is constructive and creative; it is the spice 
of life and there can be no mental growth or moral progress 
without it. 

Just so long as a movement delights in controversy and 
invites it, so does it shine and move forward. When it shuns 
controversy, then it fades out and loses its momentum. 
Which — as no doubt discerning readers already will have 
guessed — is precisely the result that the false suggestion 
and poisonous whisper was calculated to produce when it 
was put into circulation at the outset. 

So if someone asks you the question, “‘ When does a move- 
ment cease to be a movement?’’, the answer is: ‘‘ When it pro- 
claims the fact that it is not controversial.” 


The Lord’s Controversy 


This vital truth is double true today since we live in the 
days of the Lord’s controversy with the nations (Jer. 25: 
31); the controversy of Zion (Isa. 34: 8); the Lord’s con- 
troversy with His people Israel (Micah 6: 2). And all these 
controversies have their root cause in the fact that “‘there 
is no truth, nor mercy, nor knowledge of God in the land,’ as 
Hosea (4: 1) so rightly says. 

All these controversies, prophetically interlinked, are 
reaching their climax now in the mental ferment which 
characterizes the period of racial and world cleansing 
which must precede the coming of the Kingdom of God 
on earth in all its glory. And what a controversy it is! 
Every day the newspapers of the world give fresh evidence 
of its impact on the minds of men and nations, reflected 
in the speeches of world statesmen. 

Thus the Lord’s controversy with the nations is set 
against the background of the advent of the Atomic Age, 
which is as far as the mass of mankind can see at present. 
For the majority of people living under the shadowing fear 
of atomic world war the vision of the Kingdom seems more 
remote than ever it has been, yet in reality it is closer to 
manifestation than ever before. 

The Premier of Australia, Mr. Robert Menzies, ex- 
pressed the perplexity in many minds when, recently, he 
called for the banning of the A-bomb and exclaimed: 


“This is a matter of desperate seriousness. I cannot accommo- 
date my mind to the thought that forever we are going to talk 
to the people on the other side of the Iron Curtain merely with 
threats of guns and bombs. To be fatalistic and admit that for 
the rest of our lifetime we shall be at arms length would be to 
enter into a period of utter despair. Out of that despair, desperate 
forces could come to drive the free world to seek a way out. 

“One way to get a system of inspection of atomic armaments 
with effective control, was by promising that, unless you got it, 
you would use force, in other words sanctions in advance, but 
that was so horrible that man would struggle against it to the 
limit of his capacity.” 


The Editor of the Daily Mail described the dilemma of 
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the nations in vivid language, on the occasion of the 
Woomera explosion, as follows: 


“The sky was red yesterday morning. It was not the blush of 
dawn or incarnadined sunrise. It was the red of fire, destruction 
and damnation. It was the red of hell on earth. Britain’s first 
atomic weapon on land was exploded and the rumble of it was 
heard over the radio at millions of British breakfast tables. In a 
world in which the Big Stick is still, apparently, the only valid 
law, it is essential that we should be armed too. But we cannot 
forget that step by step the world has got into a fearful atomic 
dilemma from which there seems no present escape.” 


Turning for a moment to the financial aspect, the Editor 
maintains: 


**What is the use of having 5,000 H-bombs if one is sufficient 
to destroy Moscow, New York or London? It would seem that 
the more bombs a nation piles up the more its security will be 
threatened by impoverishment. 

*‘We used to gasp when a battleship cost 8 million pounds. The 
latest atomic carrier is being built at a cost of nearly 80 million 
pounds. How big a fleet must you have to go bankrupt? Are the 
nations doomed to waste their substance in unending and ruinous 
competition?” 


The Final Arbiter 
Finally, the Daily Mail leading article concludes. 


*‘What, in any case, is to be the end of the atomic race? Will 
the nations stop at some point and keep what they have? It seems 
unlikely, so long as one has ‘the edge’ over another. It sometimes 
seems that they have exhausted their resources of diplomacy and 
rely only on the final arbiter — the bomb itself.” 


The Secretary General of the United Nations, Mr. Dag 
Hammarskjold, put the issue succinctly, when on the same 
day he declared: 


‘Our generation is the first that has been faced with the necessity of 
abolishing war, in the interests of sheer survival.” 


The Indian Prime Minister, Mr. Nehru, expressed in 
equally vivid terms the issue which confronts the nations 
of the world when he maintained: 

“‘We live in a precarious state between hope and fear. On the 
one hand there is the atom bomb, the hydrogen bomb and now, 
even talk of a cobalt bomb. At the same time there is the prospect 
of an infinitely better life than ever before. The choice before the 
world is between these two.” 


Mr. John Foster Dulles, U.S. Secretary of State, sounds 
the alarm in similar strain when he refers to the plight of 
a world in which “physical scientists have now found means 
which, if they are developed, can wipe life off the surface of the 
planet.” He added: “‘ Those words can be taken literally.” 

All this, of course, we have heard before. But it illus- 
trates the way in which the controversy of the nations and 
the Divine judgment of the nations is beginning to be made 
manifest in the conscience and consciousness of mankind. 
As another Editorial puts it: 

“Brought face to face with the awful potentialities of these man-made 
catastrophes worse than any earthquake or hurricane, it is not easy to main- 
tain a calm clear view. But the effort to do that is more than ever necessary.” 


What a commentary this word-picture of the world as 
it is today gives upon the prophetic picture of the end of 
the age: 

“Upon the earth distress of nations, with perplexity; the sea and the 
waves roaring; men’s hearts fatling them for fear, and for looking after 
those things which are coming on the earth: for the powers of heaven shall 
be shaken.” (Luke 21: 25-26.) 
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Well might the Chairman of the U. S. Joint Congres- 
sional Atomic Energy Committee, W. Sterling Cole, 
exclaim: 

“* Many are sorely troubled. It is true that never before has such destruc- 
tive force been controlled by a few men holding arbitrary power.”’ 


Certainly it is an awful dilemma that confronts the world 
and never before in the history of mankind has there ever 
been anything like it. It is a dilemma that men have cre- 
ated for themselves by following their own will instead of 
living their lives in obedience to the will of God. Men’s 
hearts are failing them for fear as our Lord predicted that 
they would do. Yet, in spite of the magnitude of the issues 
at stake, our Lord was able to couple the prediction with 
the comforting assurance for those whose hearts are turned 
towards God: 


“*Let not your heart be troubled, neither let it be afraid.” (John 14: 27.) 


Among the inspired passages in the Scriptures there are 
few which give a more penetrating insight into the mean- 
ing of fear than the following dramatic vision recorded by 
David: 

“God looked down from heaven upon the children of men, to see if there 
were any that did understand, that did seek God. . . . There were they 
in great fear where no fear was.”’ (Ps. 53: 2-5.) 


“In great fear where no fear was.’ What an astounding 
paradox! Yet as a statement of fact it is exactly true. For 
although we speak of the world being full of fear, there 
is no such thing as fear in the world, per se. Fear is not an 
objective but a subjective thing; it is not in the physical 
order of things in themselves but is a state of mind. That 
is what Solomon meant when he assures us, ‘‘Fear is nothing 
else but a betraying of the succours which reason offereth’? (Wis- 
dom of Solomon 17: 12). That is the truth of the matter, 
but fear, being irrational, does not respond readily to 
reason. Fear can only be cast out by an emotion which is 
more powerful than itself and which transcends reason. 
To argue against fear with reason is like trying to lift your- 
self off the ground by your own boot straps. 


The Spirit of Love 


Timothy gives the answer to this problem when he is 
Divinely inspired to proclaim, “‘God hath not given us the 
spirit of fear; but of power, and of love, and of a sound mind” 
(II Tim. 1: 7), showing that, if men manifest the spirit of 
fear, it is not God-given but is in their minds alone. God 
has given us the spirit of power and of love and of a sound 
mind. If we are not demonstrating this, then it is because 
we are not letting that mind manifest itself in us which 
was in Christ Jesus. It is obvious that if the mind of Christ 
were in control of men’s minds, there would be no fear in 
the minds of men in the world today. 

John says, “Fear hath torment,’”’ indicating that it is a 
divided state of mind, and to realize this is half the battle 
in Overcoming it, since no one can hold two thoughts in 
mind at the same time. The answer is to give God our 
undivided attention. As the Scriptures confirm it, “‘ There 
is no fear in love; but perfect love casteth out fear,’ and by con- 
trast, “‘He that feareth is not made perfect in love” (I John 4: 18). 

It is a wonderful thing to enter fully into the realization 
that God is love and that there is no fear in love because 
there is no fear in God; that there is no fear in the world 
outside ourselves and that the spirit of fear within our 
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hearts and minds can be cast out by the spirit of power 
and of love and of a sound mind which God has given us, 
This indeed is the spirit of God which Christ has given 
us the power to manifest in this disordered, disrupted and 
tormented world. 

In a speech at Atlantic City recently the President of the 
United States outlined a five-point plan for “‘averting the 
sudden and mass destruction of an atomic world war,” and 
concluded: 


“With God’s help, this horror must not be. This titanic force must be 
reduced to the fruitful service of mankind. Faith is underrated by some. 
Of course, the cynic or the Marxist, or the worshipper of machines and 
numbers, will scoff that faith is no armor against artillery, that the spirit 
weakens before the blast of the bomb. But our husbands and brothers and 
fathers can testify that in the terrifying nakedness of the battlefield, the 
faith and the spirit of men are the keys to survival and victory.” 

“Faith is evidently too simple a thing for some to recognize its para- 
mount worth. Yet the present and the future demand men and women who 
are firm in their faith. Unshakeable faith in yourselves, your country and 
your God is the prime strength of our nation.” 


Faith in ourselves, faith in our country, faith in God — 
forms a slogan which illustrates that faith can be mani- 
fested in varying degrees. A simple faith is better than no 
faith at all, but one of the immediate effects of the challenge 
of our times will be to bring out our faith and force it to 
grow and progress from the primary to the advanced 
degrees. 


The Faith of God 


What we need is not merely faith in God but the faith of 
the Son of God, and there is a world of difference in power 
and degree between the two. That is what Paul hinted 
when he declared: ‘‘The life which I now live in the flesh 
I live by the faith of the Son of God” (Gal. 2: 20). What 
kind of faith is that? It is the faith that Jesus Christ had; 
it is the faith of God, i.e., God’s faith, the faith of God 
Himself. 

To have faith in yourself is good; to have faith in your 
country is better; to have faith in God is best. But under 
the stress of supreme test, our faith in ourselves, our faith 
in our country and our faith in God may prove a broken 
reed and fail, because it is our faith and, being human, is 
not Divine. 

It has been said that, if men had faith as great as a grain 
of mustard seed, they could move mountains. But Jesus 
did not indicate that a grain of our own faith could do this, 
but a grain of the faith of God. Our own faith does not 
move mountains, no matter how great it may be. The 
faith we need is that faith of the Son of God which is faith 
raised to the ultimate, illimitable degree. By means of this 
faith we would see come to pass the wondrous things which 
God alone can do and which God will do when we sur- 
render our lives — individually and collectively — wholly 
to Him. 


Nations Truly United 


It is only as a result of human faith being confronted by 
its own inadequacy by a demonstration of Divine faith, 
that the nations of the world can be truly united. For 
united worship — which is the only possible basis for their 
unity — will have become the spiritual foundation which 
makes such a union possible and effective, as it is written:

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The “Cinderella” Race 








VERYONE knows the story of Cin- 
K derella. We never seem to tire 
of hearing about this unfortu- 
nate girl who lost her mother and how, 
when her father decided to marry 
again, she was subjected to the domi- 
nation and the scorn of a stepmother 
and her two jealous daughters. The 
theme is as familiar to us as an old 
shoe. Of the great store of fairy tales, 
it is today definitely a favorite. 

A testimonial to its popularity is the 
“Ella Cinders”? comic strip which has 
appeared in newspapers throughout 
the country for years. The character, 
“Ella Cinders,” is a reversal of the 
name “Cinderella” and the wistful 
and demure Ella proves to be simply 
Cinderella in modern staging and sur- 
roundings. How intrinsically correct 
this interpretation is we shall see in 
later discussion. 

One of the outstanding traits of the 
American is his concern for the “un- 
derdog,”’ the underprivileged, the hun- 
gry, or the needy, which might explain 
some of the popularity of the story of 
Cinderella. Perhaps it is because Amer- 
icans, subconsciously, see in Cinderella 
something of themselves that this sim- 
ple folk tale has endeared itself to us 
for so many years. America is the land 
of equal opportunity and no man or 
woman, whatever his station in life, 
is denied his chance for success and 
happiness. Indeed, this philosophy 
goes to the very core of our traditions! 

This will only partially explain, 
however, the continuing drawing 
power of this classic story of a simple 
little girl, who longed in her heart to 
go to the grand festival and meet the 
Prince. We feel the utmost sympathy 
for her when she is thwarted in every 
attempt to attend the dance. Then, 
finally, by a miracle, she is given a 
beautiful dress and we thrill with her 
when the Prince chooses to dance only 
with her, the poor, forgotten, forlorn 
little Cinderella! Here is something we 
all thoroughly enjoy. 

Let us for a moment, then, examine 
the theme in the light of the Scriptures, 
compare the symbology used therein 
and discover for ourselves the mean- 
ings hidden there for our delight and 
our illumination. 

In reading the passages of the four 
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Gospels, we learn that it was custom- 
ary for Jesus to teach the people by 
means of parables. These parables em- 
ploy the simplest of terms; a child 
could understand much of what He 
imparted, so plain were the illustra- 
tions He gave of His truth. To make 
sure that His meaning was understood 
by His chosen disciples, He later told 
them the spiritual truths of His stories. 
Nowhere is the love of Jesus for His 
twelve friends better shown than in 
these intimate talks where, point by 
point, He explained to them the inner 
meaning of His dissertations before the 
people. 

In reading the stories that come to 
us out of the old Saxon folklore, many 
have derived great pleasure from them 
without searching beyond the surface 
meaning of the tales. But there have 
been suspicions by a few — and well 
founded they were —that beneath 
the surface of the words lay a deeper 
and more profound essence of mean- 
ing. Those who are steeped in the 
stories contained in the Scriptures, 
who are well-grounded in the truth 
that the House of Israel can be traced 
to the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples on 
the earth today, will do well to reread 
this tale, becoming alert to the message 
that is conveyed to us therein. With 
an eye to the symbology used, they 
will discover, not only a similarity, 
but in many cases an exactitude in 
the choice of symbols. If they are look- 
ing for prophecy in the Bible, they will 
find a corroborative and expanding 
view out of the deep past into the fu- 
ture in the story of Cinderella. 

Today, we have the perspective of 
two thousand years or more of history 
to bear out the prophecies of the Bible. 
As the Israel of God, we have in- 
herited the vast store of Saxon lore, 
rich in the verification of our ancient 
origin and overflowing with prophetic 
assurances concerning our future. 
Surely God has blessed us with this 
innate cognizance of our inner worth 
as His people in direct proportion to 
our carrying out of His desires and liv- 
ing by His laws. But in the Saxon folk 
tales He is revealing to all at this time 
irrefutable evidence that we are His 
people and that He is to remember us, 
as a people, in the very near future. 
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World events are shaping up so that 
we will need the Divine help which He 
alone can give. 

In the story of Cinderella we find 
more of the teaching of Jesus than in 
any of the other folk stories, in com- 
bination with the covenant relation- 
ship of God with His people Israel. 
It not only identifies Israel as the 
waiting bride of the Lamb, but de- 
scribes the preparation she has made, 
parily under compulsion, for the marriage 
day which lies ahead. 

The ancient seer who created these 
stories was well versed in the whole 
Israel tradition, culminating as it does 
in the life and work of the Master, 
Jesus. Whether by direct revelation, 
or by the study of the Scriptures, we 
do not know; nevertheless, the stories 
welling up out of Saxony, Denmark 
and England bespeak a familiarity 
with all things Biblical. The same se- 
crecy is used, imparting the truth 
of Israel’s identity, using symbols 
which would be understandable only 
to Israel herself! In the story of Cin- 
derella, as we shall see, this compre- 
hension comes in reality only by the 
insight imparted by the Holy Ghost. 
Through the Holy Ghost all will be re- 
vealed at the proper time to the right 
people in complete harmony with 
God’s great plan for His own. 

In the study of the Cinderella tale, 
then, let us be aware that here is a 
charming story, wrapped in the gos- 
samer of fairy sheen, which will appeal 
to the fancy of any youngster. Yet, 
beneath this array of shining symbols, 
our author has built upon foundations 
of basic truth. 

To begin with, it is a great racial 
truth. Around the maiden Cinderella 
he frames a story of his own people. 
It is told in terms they will readily 
understand, just as Jesus taught, us- 
ing words of the simplest kind, ac- 
ceptable to the little child. In spinning 
the tale of Cinderella he had an old, 
old story to tell, but he had something 
of prophecy to proclaim as well. And 
Cinderella has something definite to 
say to us, different from any of the 
other Saxon tales. 
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For the story of Cinderella, the 
servant girl, is the story of Israel as the 
race of servers. Israel again takes on 
the character of a young woman, as 
she does so often in the Scriptures and 
in the various folk tales.* We hear 
little of her beauty in this story. To 
begin with, she is smeared with dirt 
and dust from the cleaning of the 
house. Her dress is in rags, covered 
with ashes, whence comes her name, 
Cinderella. She has no bed and is so 
tired from her work at the end of the 
day that she drops on the hearth be- 
fore the fireplace and goes to sleep. 
Here we are given a hint of her true 
identity. For what people love the 
open fire at the hearth better than 
the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples? The 
home of the true Anglo-Saxon is 
“‘where the hearth is,” and so was it 
the home of forlorn little Cinderella. 
She was happiest there. We sense her 
solace in the fireplace, as so often have 
others of our race found comfort there. 
Jesus, when gathered in the upper 
room with His disciples, and knowing 
that He had little time left to be with 
them on the earth, wished to impart 
to them the full meaning of His minis- 
try. He also wanted them to know how 
they should act toward one another 
and toward the world. He wanted to 
give them a pattern for behaviour. In 
the 13th chapter of John we read, “‘He 
riseth from supper, and laid aside his 
garments; and took a towel, and girded 
himself. After that he poureth water 
into a bason, and began to wash the 
disciples’ feet, and to wipe them with 
the towel wherewith he was girded.” 
After a few moments of amazed si- 
lence, Simon Peter protested that the 
Master should not stoop and wash his 
feet. And then it was that Jesus sat 
down at the table and explained to 
them what He was doing. “‘Know ye 
what I have done to you? Ye call me 
Master and Lord: and ye say well; 
for so I am. If I then, your Lord and 
Master, have washed your feet; ye 
also ought to wash one another’s feet. 
For I have given you an example, that 
ye should do as I have done to you. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, the 
servant is not greater than his Lord; 
neither he that is sent greater than he 
that sent him” (John 13: 12-16). 
This was, in fact, the supreme and 
final teaching that our Lord left for

His disciples, a kind of code for living 
to be adopted by all true Christians. 
It suggested that the Christian’s life 
was to be marked by kindness and out- 
ward consideration. It also gave him 
courage to perform distasteful tasks 
and to face suffering. The condition 
that Cinderella found herself in fits 
this pattern completely. 

In the Scriptures Israel is charac- 
terized as a servant race, the chosen 
ones of God, who are to so live that 
the light of God will shine through 
them and they, by example, shall 
lead the rest of mankind into the 
Christian way of life. “I know whom 
I have chosen,” said Jesus to His 
disciples on that same fateful night. 
These disciples are, in type, the twelve 
tribes of Israel, and to each of them 
was made a promise which shall be ful- 
filled upon His return to the earth. 

In the story of Cinderella we read, 
**The two sisters did her every imagin- 
able injury —they mocked her and 
emptied her peas and lentils into the 
ashes, so that she was forced to sit and 
pick them out again. In the evening, 
when she had worked until she was 
weary, she had no bed to go to, but 
had to sleep by the fireside in the 
ashes. And on that account, they 
called her Cinderella.” 

Who are the two sisters and what 
do they represent? We find a clue 
when we ask who Israel’s tormentors 
were down through the years of her 
punishment. Because of her disobedi- 
ence, God allowed certain forces to 
have power over the House of Israel 
for a period of Seven Times (2520 
years). The city of Samaria, the capi- 
tal of the northern ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, was captured in 721 
B.c. by the Assyrians, thus beginning 
the Great Captivity. This began the 
time of punishment for the House of 
Israel, to be followed about a hundred 
and fifty years later by the capture of 
Jerusalem and the fall of the House 
of Judah. It was with the beginning of 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth I of 
England that the people of Israel be- 
gan to emerge from this term of punish- 
ment, and also began to carry out 
their part of God’s covenant. 

We cannot identify the two sisters 
without also discovering who their 
mother was. The answer in the Bible 
is given in the 17th chapter of Revela- 
tion, verse 5. She is: “MYSTERY, 
BABYLON THE GREAT, THE 
MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND 
ABOMINATIONS OF THE 


EARTH.” The mother of the two 
daughters is the MOTHER OF HAR- 
LOTS, and she operates through her 
two daughters in her two aspects. 

The elder one, who asked her step- 
father to bring her “‘beautiful dresses” 
from the fair, is the ecclesiastical as- 
pect of the Babylonian System, known 
as “MYSTERY.” The younger one, 
who asked her stepfather to bring 
her “pearls and jewels,” is the other 
aspect, the economic and commercial 
manifestation of the Babylonian sys- 
tem, or “BABYLON THE GREAT.” 

Let us remember that the elder sis- 
ter, in attempting to trick the Prince 
into believing that she was the one his 
heart desired, cut off one of her toes 
upon the advice of her mother so that 
she might make her foot small enough 
to fit the golden shoe. “‘Cut the toe off: 
when thou art Queen thou wilt have 
no more need to go on foot,”’ was the per- 
suasion of the mother. But two white 
doves gave warning to the Prince, 
and when he looked down and dis- 
covered the bleeding foot, he took the 
girl back home. 

This rebuke of the elder daughter 
corresponds in history to the rebuke 
of the power of the Pope in France by 
Philip the Fair (1303) in an assembly 
of his nobles, and in England by Henry 
VIII in the passage of the Act of Su- 
premacy by his parliament, and the 
launching of the great Reformation 
movement in Europe. This period was 
foretold by Jesus to John in the Book 
of Revelation, when John saw “a 
mighty angel come down from heaven, 
clothed with a cloud: and a rainbow 
was upon his head, and his face was 
as it were the sun, and his feet as pillars 
of fire: And he had in his hand a little 
book open’”’ (Rev. 10: 1-2). This Book 
we know today to be the printed Bible. 
The printed Word of God, reproduced 
for the first time as a smaller book, and 
in quantity, made it possible for all 
men everywhere to read and study 
the Bible. The Roman Church, which 
had sought to deprive mankind of its 
truth by writing it only in Latin and 
discouraging the popular reading of 


the Holy Book, from that time began 


to lose its power. In England and on 
the Continent men read the Book and 
drank deep of the Word of God. 

The desire for ‘‘beautiful dresses” 
by the elder daughter links her with 
this pagan ecclesiastical power, which 
used brightly-colored and embroid- 
ered robes to clothe her priests and 
the pomp and show of her ceremonies 
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to fasten the attention of the people 
upon her. With the Reformation these 
fineries were discarded by those who 
repudiated the Roman _ hierarchy; 
churches were stripped of images and 
elaborate decorations. Thus, histor- 
ically speaking, was carried out the 
rebuke of the elder daughter, upon 
the discovery of her falsity and her 
deceit. 

The discovery and rejection of the 
younger daughter has not yet taken 
place. She is now wearing the golden 
shoe, with the blood gushing from 
her foot. For the younger daughter is 
the Babylonian System of modern 
economics, and business today has its 
foundations set in greedy struggle, in 
destructive competition, in war. The 
blood streaming from her foot is the 
blood of countless men, women and 
children who have died through the 
heartless atrocities of war. 

The destruction of this abominable 
system is foretold in the 18th chapter 
of Revelation and is yet future. A 


‘ pleading voice is heard by John, say- 


ing, ““Come out of her, my people, 
that ye be not partakers of her sins, 
and that ye receive not of her plagues” 
(Rev. 18:4). Can this voice, calling 
to us, be the voice of the Holy Ghost? 
For it was the song of two white pi- 
geons that warned the Prince that the 
two daughters were trying to deceive 
him. 

How quickly, then, will the Prince 
of Peace recognize the deceit of this 
younger one when He comes, and re- 
buke this system parading in His 
name and seeking admittance into 
His Kingdom. By the power of Holy 
Ghost, Jesus Christ is given to see, and 
to act upon, the falsity of this pre- 
sumption of Mammon, and the sec- 
ond usurper is refused admittance to 
His Kingdom and His Throne. Jesus, 
in his earthly ministry, rebuked this 
same system of Mammon (Luke 16: 
11-13), saying that no man can serve 
both God and Mammon. How much 
more powerfully will He cast it away, 
condemning it to destruction, when 
He comes again to be our reigning 


- King! 


The two stepsisters having asked 
their new father for finery and jewels, 
Cinderella, in direct contrast, mus- 
tered the courage to ask her father to 
bring her “the first branch of a tree 
that knocks against your hat on the 
way home.” Cinderella’s desire for 
only “fa branch of a tree” in lieu of 
all the fine things her father might 
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have brought her from the fair is a 
remarkable identification mark, for 
there is a deep spiritual meaning in 
this strange request. We see Cinder- 
ella’s character portrayed by her choice 
of the simple, natural things, in prefer- 
ence to material, man-made things. 
But beyond this the symbology of the 
“branch of a tree” is very closely re- 
lated to the Scriptures. Here we get 
a glimpse of Jsrael in her role of 
royalty. 

In chapter 17 of Ezekiel we read of 
a riddle which was a special message 
from God, through Ezekiel, to the 
House of Israel. How does this riddle 
apply to our story? There are two 
eagles in the riddle and the first eagle, 
“a great eagle with great wings,”’ 
refers to the establishment of the 
Zarah branch of the tribe of Judah in 
Ireland when it is said, ““He took the 
highest branch of the cedar: he cropped 
off the top of his young twigs, and 
carried it into a land of traffick; he 
set it in a city of merchants” (Ez. 
17: 3-4). The Zarah branch had mi- 
grated years ahead of Jeremiah to 
Ireland and it was a son of the Zarah 
line, Eochaidh, who was to welcome 
Tea Tephi, the daughter of Zede- 
kiah, to the new land “by great waters”’ 
(Atlantic Ocean). 

The cedar of Lebanon is symbolic 
of royalty, and within the riddle is 
concealed the series of happenings that 
became history — the continuation of 
the royal line with the marriage of 
Tea Tephi, of the Pharez branch of 
Judah, with Eochaidh, a king in his 
own right and of the Zarah side of 
Judah. 

We now see a close analogy here 
with the “plucking of the branch” 
by the father of Cinderella, who 
brought it home to her. “Cinderella 
thanked him, and went to her mother’s 
grave and planted the branch on it, 
and wept so much that the tears fell 
down on it and watered it. It grew, 
however, and became a handsome 
tree.” The use of the symbol of a 
“branch of a tree,” therefore, has a 
connotation of royalty, for Cinderella 
is herself emblematical of the “tender 
twig’? transported by the great eagle 
from Palestine to the “‘isles” of the 
west, “planted in a fruitful field” 
where “‘it grew, and became a spread- 
ing vine.” 

This is borne out in the story by 
the fact that when Cinderella went to 
the ball she was chosen by the prince 
for the dance, to the exclusion of all 





others. Indeed, the similarity in ex- 
perience is very plain in that the 
identity of the Throne of David is 
well concealed even to this day, just 
as the identity of the princess (Cinder- 
ella) was not known until the prince 
himself had searched her out. As the 
day approaches when our Lord will 
return and claim His throne and His 
“princess,” it will be more and more 
evident to all that the House of David 
has continued without a break from 
the time of King David to this very 
day. 

The comforting presence of the Holy 
Ghost is distinctly brought out in the 
story of Cinderella. Having received 
the branch, she planted it and, watered 
with her tears, it grew into a tree. 
On a branch of the tree a white bird 
came to sit “and if Cinderella ex- 
pressed a wish, the bird threw down 
to her what she had wished for.”’ 
This bird was a very conspicuous 
agent of blessing to Cinderella, at 
times when all the world seemed 
turned against her. 

It is easily recognized as the symbol 
used in the Bible to announce the visi- 
tation of the Holy Ghost. For this 
bird is a dove, denoting the influx of 
the Holy Ghost, as so beautifully de- 
scribed at the baptism of Jesus in the 
River Jordan: ‘‘And Jesus, when he 
was baptized, went up straightway 
out of the water: and, lo, the heavens 
were opened unto him, and he saw the 
Spirit of God descending lke a dove’’ 
(Matt. 3: 16). Luke also describes the 
event: ‘‘And the Holy Ghost de- 
scended in a bodily shape like a dove 
upon him” (Luke 3: 22). 

The dove (or the Holy Ghost) came 
to Cinderella in her moments of lone- 
liness and desolation when she was 
seated under her tree, meditating 
upon her sorry condition. So shall 
those of Israel receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost when they are most need- 
ful of God’s help, as promised by 
Jesus upon his departure from the 
earth: ‘‘Ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth” (Acts 
1:8). Jesus clearly foresaw the need 
for some sustaining power to hold the 
Christians steadfast in the faith, and 
his parting gift to his followers was the 
comfort and guidance of the Holy 
Ghost. 

With this spiritual power acting 
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through the overcomers, His Gospel 
spread throughout the world. The 
Bible, when translated into English, 
went with the English-speaking peo- 
ples wherever they settled upon the 
globe. They formed missionary so- 
cieties, finally fulfilling to the letter 
the command of the Master, ““Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature.’’ With the ex- 
pansion of the British Empire, and 
the forming of the United States of 
America, the sons of Isaac were in- 
tent upon their mission of spreading 
the Gospel everywhere they went, 
even to the farthest corners of the earth. 

The reference to the ashes that 
clung to Cinderella’s dress alludes to a 
period of mourning, of course, and 
refers to the sorrowful endurance of 
the “‘times’’ of punishment visited by 
God upon the House of Israel. She 
knows that she has broken God’s laws 
and must pay the penalty in her own 
life. This period is referred to in the 
1ith chapter of Revelation, verse 3: 
**And I will give power unto my two 
witnesses, and they shall prophesy a 
thousand two hundred and threescore 
days [years], clothed in sackcloth.’? Ashes 
and sackcloth are always associated 
with a time of mourning and refer to 
the time when Cinderella sat alone 
and, in sadness of heart, endured the 
mocking and the avarice of her two 
stepsisters. Except for the visits of the 
doves (the Holy Chost as the Com- 
forter), she might have lost heart under 
the onslaught of their ridicule and 
torment. She is clearly identified here 
with the “‘two witnesses,” which are 
“the two olive trees, and the two can- 
dlesticks standing before the God of 
the earth” (Rev. 11: 4). 

We are all familiar with that part of 
our story which tells of the invitations 
given to the two elder sisters to attend 
the King’s festival and dance, and of 
the yearning of Cinderella that she 
might go also. Yet she is frustrated by 
her stepmother and sisters in her ef- 
forts for lack of a proper gown. The 
meanness of her new relatives is no- 
where more clearly illustrated than in 
this passage, where they taunt her, 
“Thou go, Cinderella! Thou art dusty 
and dirty, and wouldst go to the fes- 
tival? Thou hast no clothes and shoes, 
and yet wouldst dance!” 

Then she was forced to continue 
on with her customary chore of pick- 
ing her lentils out of the ashes, in the 
hopes that she might do so “in two 
hours” and thus be able to have a 
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dress and shoes and go to the ball with 
her sisters. Let us remember that it 
was not her mother or her sisters who 
finally give her the dress and the golden 
shoes (which fit no one but Cin- 
derella); it was the dove who granted 
her heart’s desire: ““Then the bird 
threw a gold and silver dress down to 
her, and slippers embroidered with 
sik and silver. She put on the dress 
with all speed, and went to the fes- 
tival. Her stepmother, however, did 
not know her. . . .” 

This passage bespeaks the rescuing 
power of the Holy Ghost, which, when 
a Christian calls forth that power and 
uses it, draws him close to God and 
places him in a position to receive an 
invitation to the great festival of our 
Lord. And we shall be properly at- 
tired for that magnificent event; we 
may be sure of that. 

The beautiful dress and _ slippers 
given to Cinderella by the white bird 
suggest the “wedding garments” of 
Revelation: ‘“‘And to her was granted 
that she should be arrayed in fine 
linen, clean and white: for the fine 
linen is the righteousness of saints”’ 
(Rev. 19: 8). It is indicated here that 
none may wear these garments but 
those who are spiritually prepared to 
receive them. It is not the garments 
themselves that we shall wish for, but 
when we are cleansed within and have 
made way for the undwelling Christ, 
we shall automatically receive from 
God the necessary apparel for the 
great and wonderful Marriage Supper 
of our Lord. 

And, as our story indicates, it is 
through humble and obedient service, 
as so often demonstrated by Jesus, that 
the overcomer can earn these vest- 
ments and so be ready to enter into 
the restored Kingdom of Heaven to 
be established upon the earth. Cin- 
derella, the quiet and contemplative 
server, through the intercession of the 
white dove (the Holy Ghost), pre- 
pared herself for the coming of her 
Prince. “‘Blessed are they which are 
called unto the marriage supper of the 
Lamb” are the words of Jesus himself, 
given through his beloved disciple, 
John, in Revelation 19: 9. 

“The King appointed the festival” 
and any or all may identify them- 
selves with Cinderella and come to 
the festival, for Cinderella in her new 
dress represents the cleansed Israel of 
God. All are invited who desire to at- 
tend, but unless we wear the clean 
linen of righteousness, we may not be 


found acceptable when the festival 
begins . 

There is a remarkable similarity 
between the festival of our story and 
the parable of the King’s marriage 
feast described by Matthew, chapter 
22: 2-14; particularly the care with 
which the King watched what his 
guests wore: ‘And when the king came 
in to see the guests, he saw there a 
man which had not on a wedding gar- 
ment: And he said unto him, Friend, 
how camest thou in hither not having 
a wedding garment? And he was 
speechless. Then the king said to the 
servants: Bind him hand and foot, and 
take him away... .” Thus we see 
that the conditions for entry into the 
wedding feast are definite and certain 
and the Lord will know who has 
properly attired himself for the cele- 
bration of the feast. 

In our story the Prince will dance 
with only one person, his Princess, at 
the ball. He has no eye for any other. 
She is recognized by him for what she 
truly is. 

It is evident in our story that the 
festival represents the time of the First 
Resurrection, when the Prince comes 
and takes those to Himself who have 
prepared themselves through service 
performed in His name. Israel (Cin- 
derella) is the bride, but before the 
marriage comes the Marriage Supper, 
at which time the Bridegroom joins 
with His friends in the festival of re- 
joicing. The true marriage ceremony 
comes later, and is the culmination of 
the banquet that precedes it. 

This festival is a kind of induction 
into office of those who are to rule 
with Him, but the Prince has not yet 
come to begin His rule. He has in- 
vited to the feast those whom He 
wants to assist Him in His future ruler- 
ship, and these represent the true 
Church, the members of the body of 
Christ. These are the ones who are to 
be rewarded for their faithfulness and 
their steadfastness in the kingdom rule 
ahead. 

The time of the rulership of the 
Prince is described in Revelation 21: 
1-3 in John’s words of awe: “I saw a 
new heaven and a new earth: for the 
first heaven and the first earth were 
passed away. . . . And I, John, saw 
the holy city, new Jerusalem, coming 
down from God out of heaven, pre- 
pared as a bride adorned for her hus- 
band. And I heard a great voice out of 
heaven saying, Behold, the tabernacle

THE PROPHET HOSEA 





CHAPTER V 
Impending Judgment 


OSEA WAS next prepared, under 
H further unusual personal cir- 
cumstances, to pronounce 
God’s judgment upon the House of 
Israel. This was to eventually culmi- 
nate in a long period when they would 
be completely severed from all connec- 
tion with their past, yet not forsaken 
by their God who still loved them. 
Hosea was told to again go and fall in 
love with a woman. This was not 
Gomer who had borne children to him 
as his wife and who apparently had 
died. It was to be a second marriage 
for Hosea and the prophet was to enter 
into this marriage in a way that would 
illustrate the relationship of God to His 
people during the long years of their 
chastisement because of their sins. The 
prophet was told: 


“Go, love a woman that is beloved of a 
paramour, and is an adulteress; even as 
the Lord loves the Israelites, though they 
turn to other gods and are lovers of raisin- 
cakes.” (Hosea 3: 1, Smith & Goodspeed 
Trans.) 


Moffatt translates this command: 


“Go again and love an adulterous 
woman, in love with a paramour.” 


The prophet was to select a woman 
from the northern tribes, for this is 
what is indicated by calling her an 
adulteress. The whole House of Israel 
was in love with their idolatrous prac- 
tices, forsaking their God to worship 
the images of other gods. The “‘raisin- 
cakes” were a reference to offerings 
made to heathen gods and goddesses. 

Following the instructions given him, 
Hosea purchased a woman for fifteen 
pieces of silver. This was the price paid 
for the redemption of a slave; there- 
fore, an allusion to the enslaved condi- 
tion of the House of Israel. Because 
God was soon to send Israel away, 
driving her into the wilderness where, 
under the circumstances imposed upon 
her, she would be completely separated 
from her “lovers,” Hosea announced 
to the woman whom he had purchased: 


JANUARY 1954 


““Many days you must dwell as mine; 
you must not play the harlot, nor have a 
husband; nor will I myself come near you.” 
(Hosea 3: 3, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Moffatt translates these orders: 


“For many a day you must remain mine, 
you must not play the harlot, you must 
have nothing to do with a man — and I 
will have nothing to do with you.” 


Ferrar Fenton renders this: 


“You shall stay long without me, — you 
shall not prostitute yourself, nor offer 
yourself to men, —and then I will be 
yours.” 


In this manner, in Hosea’s own mar- 
ried life, he was to illustrate the many 
years of separation which were to 
occur between God and His people, 
during which period God declared He 
would not be a husband to Israel. 
However, it was made clear that, after 
the long period had passed, the rela- 
tionship would change. Hosea told the 
woman that eventually his marriage 
to her would be consummated and 
this was an indication that eventually 
Israel would be restored to their God. 
That this analogous meaning is in- 
tended is confirmed by Hosea’s state- 
ment: 


“For the children of Israel shall abide 
many days without a king, and without a 
prince, and without a sacrifice, and with- 
out an image, and without an ephod, and 
without teraphim.” (Hosea 3: 4.) 


Many Days 


When the House of Israel was finally 
carried away into Assyrian captivity, 
they did not remain there perma- 
nently, for the breaking up of the 
Assyrian Empire gave them their op- 
portunity to escape. From the land of 
their captors they moved north and 
west, thus beginning the “‘many days”’ 
during which they were to be without 
a king and without a prince. These 
were the years during which they 
wandered in the wilderness of central 
and southern Europe. Then, no doubt 
unknowingly impelled by their pre- 
ordained destiny, they took up their 
long trek westward as they journeyed 
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toward the “‘appointed place” of which 
Nathan the Prophet had spoken when 
he communicated the words of the 
Lord to David: 


“Moreover I will appoint a place for my 
people Israel, and will plant them, that 
they may dwell in a place of their own, 
and move no more; neither shall the chil- 
dren of wickedness afflict them any more, 
as beforetime.” (II Sam. 7: 10.) 


In chapters I to X of his book, 
Chemivision,* Dr. William J. Hale 
traces the successive waves of this 
Israel trek westward toward the “‘ap- 
pointed place” of which the British 
Isles were a part. The full extent of the 
territory thus assigned was not to be 
occupied until many generations later 
on, for it included the North American 
Continent, as pointed out in “North 
and West,” Destiny for November 
1947 (pp. 363 & 369-371). 

From the time that the House of 
Israel was taken captive into Assyria 
in 721 B.c., to their regathering in the 
Isles north and west of Palestine some 
centuries later, their entire mode of 
living completely changed. Former 
practices were abandoned, the sacri- 
fices ceased and the priestly office be- 
came vacant. No idols of any kind 
were found among the wandering 
peoples and idolatry was no longer a 
characteristic of the House of Israel. 

Hosea forecast the eventual outcome 
of all their wanderings after their 
arrival at their destination: 


‘Afterward shall the children of Israel 
return, and seek the Lord their God, and 
David their king; and shall fear the Lord 
and his goodness in the latter days.” 
(Hosea 3: 5.) 


Afterward 


Afterward! Like the phrase, “many 
days,” much is to be comprehended as 
taking place within the chronological 
bounds designated by the word “after- 
ward.” This period would bring about

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the fulfillment of the prediction of 
Hosea as set forth in his first chapter 
when the prophet declared: 


“And it shall come to pass, that in the 
place where it was said unto them, Ye 
are not my people, there it shall be said 
unto them, Ye are the sons of the living 
God.” (Hosea 1: 10.) 


This statement was dealt with fully 
in Chapter I (Destiny for July 1953, 
pp. 237-240) under the subtitle, Sons 
of God, showing that modern Israel 
would be known as a Christian people. 
That Christianity was taken directly 
to the people dwelling in the Isles 
is Clear from a study of the historical 
evidence. Following the crucifixion 
and resurrection of Jesus Christ, the 
early apostles of the Church at Jeru- 
salem carried the glad tidings of 
redemption to Israel in the Isles. A 
brief summary of the facts about this 
transfer of the Gospel from Palestine 
to the Isles north and west of that land 
was given in “‘Cradle of Christianity,” 
Destiny for April 1952, as follows: 


“Christianity originated in Palestine 
and, when the center of activity moved 
from that land, it did not go to Rome but, 
hundreds of years before there was a Pope 
at Rome, it was transferred to the Isles of 
the North and West by Joseph of Arima- 
thea and those who fied from Jerusalem 
and Palestine to escape persecution. ‘They 
established the first church in the British 
Isles — only a few years after the crucifix- 
ion — at Glastonbury, England. 

“Furthermore, we seriously question if 
the Apostle Peter ever visited Rome, for 
he was an apostle to Babylon (see I Peter 
5: 13) where, in his time, many Jews were 
dwelling. There Peter no doubt suffered 
his martyrdom by being crucified. Paul 
went to Rome and there is abundant 
evidence that on one of his missionary 
journeys he also visited London where, 
from Ludgate Hill, he preached the Gos- 
pel. If Peter had been in Rome, Paul 
would certainly not have failed to include 
him in his greetings to the friends there. 
His very silence indicates that Peter was 
where he declares that he was in his 
Epistle: at Babylon. ‘The claim of the sacred 
heritage of apostolic descent is hardly 
sustained in the lack of all evidence that 
Peter ever was at Rome. 

“In spite of all this, and despite the 
fundamental fact that missionaries from 
Rome admittedly found a strong flourish- 
ing Christian Church in the British Isles, 
established centuries before their arrival, 
men continue to erroneously repeat the 
statement that Rome brought Christianity 
to the Isles. ‘That city, once the center of 
the pagan Roman Empire, is now the 
center of the Papacy — a powerful politico- 
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ecclesiastical organization — but never has 
it been the center of true Christianity from 
whence the House of Israel, the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples, received the Gospel. 

“When God called Israel to be His 
servant, He saw to it that His Gospel, 
which Israel was to transmit, was taken 
directly to the Isles by the disciples of our 
Lord. His people Israel received their com- 
mission directly from Jerusalem, not by 
way of Rome, regardless of the claims of 
Rome and of those who accept those 
claims as true! 

**Jesus commissioned His disciples to ‘go 
unto the lost sheep of the House of Israel’ 
and He constituted them the lightbearers 
of the Gospel to His people. When He said 
to the Jews, “The kingdom of God shall 
be taken from you, and given to a nation 
bringing forth the fruits thereof,’ it was to 
the House of Israel that the disciples car- 
ried the message and to Israel that the 
transfer of the Kingdom was made. The 
company of disciples and believers who, 
with Joseph of Arimathea, established the 
first Christian church in the Isles, were 
instruments in the hand of the Lord in 
accomplishing the transfer directly from 
Eastminster (Jerusalem) to Westminster in 
the Isles of the Sea north and west of 
Palestine. 

“Our Lord did not wait hundreds of 
years, as taught by Rome, before giving 
Israel the glad tidings of their redemption, 
but sent the disciples directly to the Isles 
with the message of the Gospel. ‘The con- 
version of England to Christianity is given 
in the Encyclopedia Britannica as taking place 
between 597 and 686 a.p., but the follow- 
ing inscription in the Church of St. Peter- 
Upon-Cornhill, London, England is evi- 
dence that there was a flourishing Christian 
church in the Isles long before the Church 
of Rome was able to send emissaries to 
Britain — which it did not do until 597 
A.D. when Pope Gregory the Great sent 
a mission to England headed by Augustine, 
who landed at Ebbsfleet in that year. Note 
this inscription carefully and mark the 
date: 

** “Bee it known to all men that in the 
year of Our Lord God 179 Lucives, the 
first Christian king of this Land, then 
called Britaine, founded ye first Church in 
London, that is to say, ye Church of St. 
Peter-Upon-Cornehill and hee founded 
there an Archbishop’s See and made that 
Church ye Metropolitane and Chiefe 
Church of this kingdome and so it endured 
ye space of 400 years and more, unto the 
coming of St. Avstin the Apostle of Eng- 
land, the which was sent into this land by 
St. Gregorie, ye Doctor of ye Church, in 
the time of King Ethelbert and then was 
the Archbishop’s See and Pall removed 
from ye said Church of St. Peter-Upon- 
Cornehill unto Dorobernia that now is 
called Canterburie and there it remaineth 
to this day and Millet, a monke which 
came into this land with St. Avstin, hee 


was made the first Bishop of London 
and his See was in Paul’s Church and this 
Lucives king was the first founder of St. 
Peter’s Church upon Cornehill and hee 
reigned king in this land after Brute 1245 
yeares and in the yeares of our Lord God 
124 Lucives was crowned king and hee was 
buried [After some Chronicles hee was 
buried at Gloucester in that place where 
ye order of St. Francis standeth now].’ 

“It is interesting to note the reference to 
Brute, or Brutus, who came to London 
after the destruction of Troy, for he was 
also of Israel stock. 

“No nation or city outside of Israel’s 
lands can rightly lay claim to being the 
true seat of Christianity. It is only logical 
to recognize that the origin of the Christian 
Church was in Palestine — where Jesus 
Christ lived and completed His work as the 
Redeemer of Israel and Saviour of the 
World. When the Gospel activities were 
transferred from that land, they went to 
another Israel land — to the Isles of the 
Sea. When the People of the Book recog- 
nize this, abundant light will be shed on 
their history and destiny.” 


Thus the seeds of the Gospel were 
planted among the Israel peoples and 
they took root in the Isles, with the 
result that the House of Israel ulti- 
mately returned to the Lord their 
God and sought His goodness. This 
very act fulfilled our Lord’s words 
addressed to the Jews who rejected 
Him: 

“The kingdom of God shall be taken 


from you, and given to a nation bringing 
forth the fruits thereof.”’ (Matt. 21: 43.) 


That nation was the House of 
Israel awaiting the reception of the 
glad tidings of redemption as they 
gathered together again in the ap- 
pointed place. With the acceptance 
of Christianity came the fulfillment of 
Hosea’s prediction that in the very 
place where they were considered to 
be “not God’s people,” they would be 
called “the sons of God”’ as the result 
of their acceptance of Jesus Christ as 
their Redeemer and Saviour. 


Preceded by Their King 


While the House of Israel was for 
many centuries without a king and 
without a prince, as foretold by Hosea, 
it was revealed through Micah the 
Prophet that their king would pass on 
before them. Careful research into the 
records of history proves this to be true 
and shows that their Davidic monarch 
was residing in the Isles of the Sea, 
awaiting their coming. It was also 
pointed out in Micah’s remarkable 
prophecy that what remained of unity 
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among them as the ten tribes of the 
House of Israel was broken up when 
they “‘passed through the gate,”’ mov- 
ing through the pass in the Caucasus 
Mountains that took them out of Asia 
and into Europe. Micah states: 


“The breaker is come up before them: 
they have broken up, and have passed 
through the gate, and are gone out by it: 
and their king shall pass before them, and 
the Lord on the head of them.” (Micah 2: 
13.) 


Smith and Goodspeed render this 
passage: 

“And they shall go forth from Edom. 
The breaker shall go up before them; 
They shall break through the gate and go 
forth thereby; Their king shall pass on 
before them, With the Lord at their head.” 


Esdras confirms the fact that the 
House of Israel, 7.e., the ten northern 
tribes, did pass out through the “gate”’ 
between the Black and Caspian Seas, 
breaking forth into the wilderness 
beyond. The following account of the 
beginning of their westward trek has 
been hidden from general view in the 
Apocrypha: 

“Those are the ten tribes, which were 
carried away prisoners out of their own 
land in the time of Osea the king, whom 
Salmanasar the king of Assyria led away 
captive, and he carried them over the 
waters, and so came they into another 
land. But they took this counsel among 
themselves, that they would leave the 
multitude of the heathen, and go forth 
into a further country, where never man- 
kind dwelt, that they might there keep 
their statutes, which they never kept in 
their own land. And they entered into 
Euphrates by the narrow passages of the 
river. For the most High then shewed signs 
for them, and held still the flood, till they 
were passed over. For through that coun- 
try there was a great way to go, namely, 
of a year and a half: and the same region 
is called Arsareth.” (II Esdras 13: 40-45.) 


Jeremiah the Prophet was the in- 
strument in God’s hands to bring 
about the transfer of the House of 
David from the land of Palestine to the 
Isles in fulfillment of that part of his 
mission that had to do with “building 
and planting.’”? The full commission 
was: 


“See, I have this day set thee over the 
nations and over the kingdoms, to root out, 
and to pull down, and to destroy, and to 
throw down, to build, and to plant.” 


(Jer. 1: 10.) 


The phase of the prophet’s mission 
that had to do with destruction was 
carried out in Palestine and in the 
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messages he addressed to the surround- 
ing nations. The second phase of his 
mission, to build and to plant, was carried 
out in a land far removed from 
Palestine. Because Jeremiah carried 
out the first part of his mission in 
detail, we have every reason to believe 
that God saw to it that he fulfilled the 
second part as well. Jeremiah did not 
perish in the land of Egypt as some 
have contended, but lived to see the 
accomplishment of the whole task as- 
signed to him. The evidence corrob- 
orating this statement is found in 
detail in the book entitled Study in 
Jeremiah.* 

The daughters of Zedekiah, the last 
king in Palestine to reign on the 
Throne of David, became Jeremiah’s 
wards. Because God had promised 
that His covenant with David would 
never be broken, and that David 
would never lack a descendant to 
reign upon his throne ruling over the 
House of Israel, the royal line had to 
be preserved (see Jer. 33: 17). The 
task of transplanting the Seed Royal 
in the “appointed place”’ was, there- 
fore, the “building and planting” 
phase of Jeremiah’s commission. In 
Chapter 17 of Study in Jeremiah (pp. 
279-299) this fascinating story is told. 
In the person of the king’s daughter, 
together with the regalia of royalty 
taken by Jeremiah on his westward 
journey to the Isles, the Throne of 
David was literally transported from 
the “‘promised land” in the east to the 
‘appointed place” north and west of 
Palestine. 


The Latter Days 


That royal planting became an ac- 
complished fact long before the wan- 
dering peoples of the House of Israel 
arrived there. Actually, the ten tribes 
were breaking up into independent 
bands and beginning to move through 
the gateway of the Caucasus into the 
wilderness of Europe at the time Jere- 
miah was carrying out his mission. 
Centuries later, when the House of 
Israel began to be regathered in the 
Isles, they found their king already 
there before them. 

Hosea stated (Hosea 3: 5) that the 
House of Israel would fear the Lord 
and His goodness in the latter days; 
that is, during the Christian Dispensa- 
tion. This is a direct indication that 
the people in the Isles, who became 
Christianized at the very outset of the 
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Christian Era, were the House of 
Israel. It was only natural that they 
would respond to the Gospel, recogniz- 
ing the attributes of their own God 
whose providence had preserved them 
and reassembled them to become His 
people again through the redeeming 
love of His Son, Jesus Christ. 


A Sinful Generation 


Having now, for the third time, told 
of the coming captivity and ultimate 
deliverance and restoration of the 
House of Israel when, at the end of the 
years of chastening, they would again 
become God’s people and He would 
be their God and a husband to them, 
Hosea was concerned next with the 
low spiritual condition of the people 
among whom he lived. He addressed 
a message to a sinful generation, de- 
manding that they hear the word of 
the Lord: 


**The Lord hath a controversy with the 
inhabitants of the land, because there is no 
truth, nor mercy, nor knowledge of God in 
the land.” (Hosea 4: 1.) 


Smith and Goodspeed translate this: 


“The Lord has a quarrel with the in- 
habitants of the land; because there is no 
fidelity, no kindness, and no knowledge of 
God in the land.” 


These conditions were prevalent 
throughout the whole land of Israel 
just prior to the Assyrian invasion 
and deportation of the northern ten- 
tribed Kingdom, which began the long 
period of their captivity and chastise- 
ment. Yet, the words of Hosea could 
just as readily apply to conditions 
extant throughout Anglo-Saxon lands 
today, for the House of Israel is again 
in the midst of a great apostasy. ‘There 
is the same measure of lack of truth, 
mercy and knowledge of God in our 
land as that which existed in the time 
of Hosea. Crime today is on the in- 
crease; juvenile delinquency is a 
mounting menace, adding new recruits 
to the criminal element in the land. 

Of far more serious proportions, 
however, is the extent to which a true 
knowledge of the Lord no longer exists 
in the nation. Spiritual understanding 
is at its lowest ebb. This latter condi- 
tion is not being rectified by church 
services or attendance in Sunday 
School classes, for today very little 
actual instruction in the Word of the 
Lord is heard in the House of the Lord, 
with the result that the average Chris- 
tian knows little or nothing about the 
Book of Life. 
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Hosea listed the results of the great 
apostasy of his time: 

““By swearing, and lying, and killing, and 
stealing, and committing adultery, they 
break out, and blood toucheth blood.” 
(Hosea 4: 2.) 


Smith and Goodspeed render this: 
“Cursing, lying, murder, theft, and 


adultery — They break out, and one crime 
follows hard upon another.” 


One needs only to read the daily ac- 
counts of crime to recognize how up- 
to-date Hosea’s listing of the evils of 
his generation is, for the same evils 
plague our generation today. Actually 
the stream of swearing and cursing 
that rises from the lips of the people of 
the land exceeds in volume the prayers 
that ascend to God daily. Can God 
withhold judgment from a people who 
do such things? 

Hosea warned his generation of im- 
pending judgment and that judgment 
came. Jeremiah also warned his gen- 
eration in similar terms when he said: 


“‘The land is full of adulterers; for be- 
cause of swearing the land mourneth; the 
pleasant places of the wilderness are dried 
up, and their course is evil, and their force 
is not right.” (Jer. 23: 10.) 


The net result, Jeremiah declared, 
would be that God would bring evil 


upon them — “even the year of their 
visitation.” 
Indicator of Judgment 


It is quite evident from the warnings 
of the prophets that, when the condi- 
tions described become the estab- 
lished pattern of life in a nation, the 
end of God’s patience is reached and 
the next step is the descent of judg- 
ment. The steps in that judgment were 
indicated when Hosea described the 
adverse conditions to affect the land 
(Jeremiah states them to be drought, 
with the drying up of the wilderness). 
Hosea summarizes the result without 
referring specifically to the cause in 
this next statement: 


“Therefore shall the land mourn, and 
every one that dwelleth therein shall 
languish, with the beasts of the field, and 
with the fowls of heaven; yea, the fishes 
of the sea also shall be taken away.” 
(Hosea 4: 3.) 


It is the withholding of rain in due 
season that can and does bring about 
such changes as to compel even the 
fish of the sea to seek new feeding 
grounds. The altering of the rainfall 
alone produces climatic changes which 
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greatly influence the habits of wild 
life upon the land and marine life in 
the waters of the earth. 

In a very interesting little book titled 
Today’s Revolution in Weather* by Wil- 
liam J. Baxter, the author points out 
that weather changes now taking 
place throughout the world will have 
a direct effect upon business, health 
and all life upon this globe. There is 
an important factor involved here with 
which this book does not attempt to 
deal. This is the fact that the prophets 
of old tie in such changes with im- 
pending judgment, for they are a 
prelude to God’s movements in retribu- 
tion for gross wickedness among His 
people. In the preface to his book Mr. 
Baxter states in part: 


““Meterologists frequently say that the 
weather averages out and that over a 
period of years there is not a great change 
in the average annual temperature. That 
does not mean a thing. Our studies show 
all over -the world — whether we have 
studied Russia, Alaska, the Arctic Circle, 
New York City or London —the same 
phenomena, that the heat zone is moving 
northward and the winters are getting milder 
with less snowfall.” 


In easily understood terms and a 
highly readable style, the book presents 
a great deal of thought-provoking ma- 
terial concerning the revolution in 
weather now taking place throughout 
the earth. No one who reads the Bible 
can long remain unaware of the fact 
that the majority of the prophets 
vividly portray the tremendous changes 
in nature — of which the revolution in 
weather is merely the forerunner — 
which are the heralds of the ending of 
the age and the arrival of God’s judg- 
ments in the earth. 


Forewarnings 


When we read the accounts given 
by the prophets, repeating over and 
over again in detail the sins of God’s 
people and the steps leading to in- 
evitable judgment, it is not unnatural 
to question the reason why God has 
allowed so much space in the Scrip- 
tures to be devoted to this. The reason 
is quite clear. All this detail was pro- 
vided, not only to give a definite ex- 
ample of inevitable judgment for evil, 
but in order that later generations 
may, by comparison, check the state 
of their own spirituality. 

Thus, each succeeding generation 
can determine whether it has a right 
to claim Divine protection upon its

undertakings or to expect nothing 
more than the visitation of judgment, 
of which impending troubles are but 
a prelude. When we peruse the ac- 
counts of the conditions outlined by 
the prophets which resulted in severe 
judgment coming upon the people of 
their generation, we have cause to be 
surprised and alarmed at the striking 
parallels between the evils of their day 
and ours. 

Both Jeremiah and Hosea state that 
the evils of their times caused the 
withholding of rain in due season, the 
coming of drought and the resultant 
effect upon man and beast. It is of 
genuine interest to discover, discon- 
certing though it may be to those who 
will not heed the Divine admonition 
to turn from their unrighteous prac- 
tices, that there is a definite pattern of 
changes so marked today in rainfall 
and climatic variations that they are 
being taken into account by scientists 
as they endeavor to determine the 
ultimate effect upon the present gen- 
eration. 

Hosea’s warning to his generation, 
as well as Jeremiah’s warning to the 
people of his day, could not be more 
timely when applied to our generation. 
The failure to heed the prophet’s ad- 
monitions will see repeated in our 
generation as severe a degree of judg- 
ment as that which overwhelmed the 
people of Hosea’s time. Through this 
prophet the Lord declared: 


““My people are destroyed for lack of 
knowledge: because thou hast rejected 
knowledge, I will also reject thee, that thou 
shalt be no priest to me: seeing thou hast 
forgotten the law of thy God, I will also 
forget thy children.” (Hosea 4: 6.) 


Repudiated as Administrators 


“Thou shalt be no priest to me.” 
This statement at once takes us back 
to the first mention of the word 
“priest” to the nation of Israel. When 
Israel was organized into the Kingdom 
of God at Mount Sinai, God gave them 
His commandments, statutes and judg- 
ments which they were to administer 
as the law of their land. The original 
statement made to Israel was: 

“Now therefore, if ye will obey my voice 
indeed, and keep my covenant, then ye 
shall be a peculiar treasure unto me above 
all people: for all the earth is mine: And ye 
shall be unto me a kingdom of priests, and 
an holy nation.” (Ex. 19: 5-6.) 


Due to a lack of understanding of 
the national priestly functions in Israel, 
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The Case of the Lost Legacy 





HAT MANNER of man is it who, 

having been named heir to a 

great fortune, would not make 
all haste to claim it? Bulky legacies, 
especially where prominent people are 
concerned, are favorite subjects for 
wide publicity by all the various news 
channels, giving details of the estate, 
amount of cash, land, chattels, etc., 
involved, and, of course, the names of 
the beneficiaries. ‘The courts are clut- 
tered with cases of lost wills, wills for 
whom no heirs can be found, and freak 
wills which the proverbial Philadel- 
phia lawyer would be hard put to 
interpret. 

Paradoxically, the most munificent 
will ever executed, and infinitely the 
wealthiest and farthest-reaching in 
point of human and material value, 
remains comparatively unknown. This 
wonderful document is recorded in the 
Bible and known as the Abrahamic 
Covenant, an agreement Almighty 
God made unconditionally with 
Abraham: 


“Even of the covenant which he made 
with Abraham, and of his oath unto 
Isaac; and hath confirmed the same to 
Jacob for a law, and to Israel for an ever- 
lasting covenant.” (I Chron. 16: 16-17.) 


This is a legacy profusely provi- 
sioned with exceedingly great and pre- 
cious benefits, awaiting claim by 
the rightful beneficiaries — the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples. * 


“The most valuable legal document in 
the world today,” says Dr. Wm. Pascoe 
Goard of this covenant, “is found in the 
17th chapter of Genesis, although stated in 
other chapters. It involves the Divinely- 
produced birth of a new race, the founder 
of which was Isaac (see Epistle to the 
Romans t). It contains the grant of a royal 
strain who should reign over the newly- 
born royal race, which, as a race organized 
into nations, should exercise rule over all 
the nations of mankind.

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turies, declaring that ‘in thee and in thy 
seed shall all the families of the earth be 
blessed.’ 

“It contains the charter to enormous 
territories which should comprise the do- 
minion of the royal nation, and the kingly 
house which should rule in it. 

“Finally, it carries with it the heirship of 
the world. 

“The 17th chapter of Genesis is the 
foundation of Israel and, therefore, of 
British history. It is also the Royal Charter 
as to the nation and nations which should 
be developed by Abraham’s seed, and the 
territories they should occupy in the earth. 
All that the Abrahamic nations hold today 
they hold by virtue of this original grant 
from the Lord. All other title deeds of 
inheritance possessed by the British in all 
the British lands spring originally from the 
foundation deed. It is, therefore, from the 
standpoint of inheritance, the most valu- 
able of all documents now in existence and 
active.” 


Says Llewelyn Williams in God’s 
Great Plan*: 


“It would hardly be possible to exag- 
gerate the importance of the Abrahamic 
Covenant, for it overshadows the whole 
Bible from the 12th chapter of Genesis, and 
all the remaining covenants spring directly 
from it. It contains the promise of the One 
Seed of Abraham, 7.¢., the Greatest Seed, 
Jesus Christ, and therefore the greatest 
blessing to all the families of the earth. It 
outlines also, in prophecy, God’s great plan 
of salvation from the call of Abraham to 
the end of the millennium.” 


Four great covenants were made 
with Abraham and with his seed, v7z: 
the Abrahamic Covenant, the Mosaic 
Covenant, the Davidic Covenant and 
the New Covenant in Christ. 


The Mosaic Covenant 


The Mosaic Covenant was made 
with and for the nation Israel alone. It 
gives the law, consisting of Command- 
ments, Statutes and Judgments, condi- 
tioned on rewards for obedience and 
punishment for disobedience. This was 
the establishment of the Kingdom of 
God on earth, something distinctly 
different from any other kingdom that 
this world has ever known. 


“He sheweth his word unto Jacob, his 
statutes and his judgments unto Israel. He

The Davidic Covenant 


The second Psalm contains the char- 
ter of the Davidic Covenant. It is 
composed of two inheritances: 


7) “I shall give thee the heathen for 
thine inheritance.” 

2) “And the uttermost parts of the earth 
for thy possession.” | 

See also Psalm 89 for the permanence of 
this covenant. 


The New Covenant 


The New Covenant is the fulfillment 
of the promises made in the Abrahamic 
Covenant, thereby establishing its 
truth and validity. Only those de- 
scended in the line of the patriarch 
Isaac, or given entrance into and citi- 
zenship in Israel through Jesus Christ, 
the open door, are beneficiaries under 
the New Covenant, except as all the 
world benefits by the ministration of 
the chosen servant race. 


“Now to Abraham and his seed were the 
promises made. He saith not, And to seeds, 
as of many; but as of one, And to thy seed, 
which is Christ.” (Gal. 3: 16.) 

“And if ye be Christ’s, then are ye 
Abraham’s seed, and heirs according to 
the promise.” (Gal. 3: 29.) 


J. Llewelyn Thomas writes: 


“The Abrahamic Covenant was one 
wholly of blessings (a) for Abraham and 
his seed; (6) for all nations and families of 
the earth. 

“The whole purpose of this Covenant was 
the ultimate recovery of all mankind. This 
purpose, in the revealed counsel of God, 
was to come to the world through Abraham 
and his seed. The channel of blessing 
through which this great recovery was to 
flow, was the elect race of Abraham. It was 
of this race that our Lord Jesus Christ was 
born. He was pre-eminently the Seed 
promised, without whom there could be 
no blessing for the elect race or for man- 
kind at large.” 


The Abrahamic Covenant 


No further statement of the over-all 
compass of this covenant is necessary 
beyond those made by Dr. Goard and 
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Messrs. Williams and Thomas, but it 
may be well to particularize on some 
of the more important promises which 
are the heritage of the Anglo-Saxon 
race. 

7) Israel to be the elect race. 

2) All nations and families of the 
earth to be blessed through Israel. 

3) Vast territorial possessions— 
eventually to inherit the world. 

4) Abraham’s seed to be exceed- 
ingly numerous — “as the sands on 
the seashore.” 

5) Military prowess. Israel to be 
God’s battle axe and weapons of war. 

6) Israel to possess the gates of her 
enemies. 

Regarding the last statement, a cer- 
tain writer asked a preacher how he 
figured that the Jews of today possess 
the gates of their enemies. “Oh, yes 
they do,” he replied. “They control 
the money of the world and also the 
moving pictures !”’ 


The 33rd chapter of Deuteronomy 
gives the table of blessings for all 
twelve tribes. Joseph, the principal 
tribe by virtue of the birthright (I 
Chron. 5: 1-2), stands at the head of 
Israel, the nation-kingdom of the 
Throne of David. Today the whole 
House of Joseph is represented by the 
British Commonwealth of Nations and 
the United States of America. 

The tribe of Judah (from whom 
later came the nation of the Jews) was 
to supply the line of the sceptre and 
when the House of David was set up, 
it was made separate and distinct from 
the tribe of Judah and from the other 
tribes. It was, nevertheless, the honor 
and privilege of Judah to produce the 
royal seed of David, to whom God 
said: 

“Thine house and thy kingdom shall be 
established for ever before thee: thy throne 
shall be established for ever.” (II Sam. 
7: 16.) 


While both the Abrahamic and Mo- 
saic Covenants treat of similar heritages, 
in the matter of magnitude and im- 
portance the former is far more com- 
prehensive than the latter. Under the 
Abrahamic Covenant the influence of 
the Israel race was to be world-wide, to 
establish justice and judgment through- 
out the whole world. Not so the Mosaic 
Covenant, which provided for a self- 
contained people — Israel. Its scope 
did not reach to all nations as did the 
Abrahamic Covenant. In the words 
of Dr. H. L. Goudge, Professor of 
Divinity at Oxford: 
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“Israel was to attract all men to the true 
God by standing out against the dark 
background of the heathen world as a 
people enjoying under His government 
and protection just such blessedness as the 
heathen were able to appreciate. . . .” 


A favorite controversial point of in- 
heritance in the matter of lineage is 
that of Ishmael and Esau. While they 
received great blessings, they did not 
receive the covenant promises, for 
they were not heirs of the promises. 
While they were of the Abrahamic 
race, they were excluded from the 
covenant line. Mr. Thomas states the 
case thus: 


“The Abrahamic Covenant bestowed 
certain specific promises which were to run 
in a particular line, in the line of heirs of 
the promises. All the offspring of Abraham 
and of Isaac were, in a sense, children of 
the flesh by natural generation, but all 
these were not, in consequence, heirs of 
the covenant. Some were children of the 
flesh and nothing more, while others were 
far more: they were, in addition, children 
of the promises. The so-called children of 
the flesh were excluded from the group of 
the covenant promises.” 


One of our most precious hereditary 
treasures, although not specifically 
mentioned in any of the covenants, is 
the Bible. Among the mass of glowing 
tributes to “‘this most valuable thing 
that the world affords,”’ the testimony 
of Rev. Dr. E. S. Waterhouse is 
eloquent: 


*“The Bible is our greatest inheritance in 
all literature. In joy it will sing for you. In 
sorrow it will comfort you. In perplexity 
it will be a safe and sure guide. Those who 
do not read it miss the greatest treasure on 
earth. The novel which was a best seller 
a year ago is now forgotten, but the Bible 
stays.” 


It is clear from the terms of the 
Abrahamic Covenant that we Israelites 
(the Angio-Saxon-Celtic peoples) are 
under a tremendous obligation to the 
peoples of the world. To us is the 
privilege and honor of being the 
world’s missionaries and benefactors, 
not only in a spiritual sense, but to 
give leadership in government and 
commercial enterprise as well accord- 
ing to God’s great plan. For to us “‘per- 
taineth the adoption, and the glory, 
and the covenants, and the giving of 
the law, and the service of God, and 
the promises” (Rom. 9: 4) —a task 
that should be undertaken with joy 
and zest, both individually and na- 
tionally. It is therefore incumbent upon 
us to prepare for the exacting demands 


which the munificent provisions of this 
covenant make upon us. 

There should be something singu- 
larly outstanding and dependable 
about us for the task in hand, but it is 
feared that the spirit Isaiah laments is 
still prevalent in large measure even 
today — the iniquity, the stiff-necked- 
ness, the blindness of Israel he describes 
in these words: 


“The ox knoweth his owner, and the ass 
his master’s crib: but Israel doth not know, 
my people doth not consider.” (Isa. 1: 3.) 


In a national sense Israel today is 
indeed the prodigal son. We have 
joined ourselves with citizens of a far 
country, of foreign customs and per- 
fidious principles, and have been 
caught in the web of international 
deception where the commandments 
of God are flouted and scorned. We 
have gluttoned ourselves on the seduc- 
tive food and heady wine of their 
pagan practices so lavishly served by 
unholy organizations such as the United 
Nations and kindred company. Con- 
sequently there is a spiritual famine in 
the land and we have become desper- 
ately poverty-stricken in understanding 
and judgment and ruinously involved. 

Our identity is lost and we have for- 
gotten (if this generation ever knew) 
the rich promises of our Heavenly 
Father’s legacy in our behalf. Need we 
wonder, then, what we are to do when 
we do not even know who we are or 
our God-appointed destiny? What a 
remorseful recital our litany of griefs 
and transgressions makes! 

A knowledge of our identity as the 
Israel of God in these modern times is 
the master key to a valid claim to our 
inheritance in the Abrahamic Cove- 
nant. As the undoubted beneficiaries 
it is our right to make that claim. 
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of God is with men, and he will dwell 
with them, and they shall be his peo- 
ple, and God himself shall be with 
them, and be their God.”’ 

This time of rulership is only in- 
ferred in the story of Cinderella, for 
the story ends with the marriage of 
the Prince and his Princess. But he is 
happy with his bride, who was identi- 
fied for him by the song of two white 
doves singing to him from the branch 
of a hazel tree: 


“Turn and peep, turn and peep, 
No blood is in the shoe, 
The shoe is not too small for her, 
The true bride rides with you.” 
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October 27, 1953 
TRIFE UPSURGED portentously as a 
S tension-racked world entered the 
autumn of 1953. Like the slow 
beginning of an avalanche, global 
events were gathering the momentum 
that would sweep the nations into the 
most perilous months of human his- 
tory. Rumblings of the fury to come 
arose from Palestine and Indo-China, 
from Korea and Trieste. 

The accelerating crisis is many- 
faceted, with several phases complexly 
interlocked. East-West skirmishing in 
the cold and hot war forms the main 
line of action. But overshadowing this 
is the atomic arms race. As both sides 
stockpile atomic and hydrogen bombs, 
the threat to Western security makes 
necessary more burdensome defense 
budgets. This in turn further weakens 
inflated and debt-ridden national econ- 
omies. 

At the climax all factors will fuse 
into one stupendous upheaval which 
will turn mundane affairs in America 
and the British Commonwealth into 
new channels. All human activities 
will be affected. A fresh approach, a 
revitalized outlook, will be essential 
for life in the atomic age. These will 
be generated by the pressure of events 
already in the making. 

The progressive unfoldment of the 
Divine process is endlessly fascinating. 
Month by month the time-cycles trace 
development of the compulsive forces 
destined to accomplish the predicted 
rectification of human affairs. Com- 
munist conquest of China cleared the 
way for the Korean war and the 
Red rebellion in Indo-China. Estab- 
lishment of the Zionist state, and sub- 
sequently Iran’s nationalization of her 
oilfields, created a tindery Middle East 
in which an explosion is inevitable. 
The interrelation of past and present 
events is made clear when the chrono- 
logical patterns underlying them are 
mapped. 

With the rains over, and a fresh 
season of campaigning at hand, French 
weariness with the Indo-China war 
redoubled. The trend toward deterio- 
ration was highlighted by France’s 
September 25 proposal that efforts to 
negotiate an Indo-Chinese settlement 

undertaken, either at the Korean 
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peace conference or immediately after- 
ward. 

Solar and lunar measures of 7 X 
120 days (warning perfected) mark 
this development. The intervals extend 
respectively from the May 27, 1951 
“Liberation Pact,” which placed Tibet 
in the Communist orbit, and June 20, 
1951, when Iran nationalized her oil- 
fields. In addition, a 286-day displace- 
ment or human error interval sepa- 
rates September 25 from July 8, 1954, 
which will be 2520 days after India 
received her independence in August 
1947. The complete pattern (top of 
Chart I) shows clearly how events in 
Asia and the Middle East work hand- 
in-hand to heighten world turmoil. 

Lending further premonitory sig- 
nificance to September 25 was the 
Washington report that the National 
Security Council had decided Russia’s 
increasing air and atomic power made 
imperative immediate bulwarking of 
North American defenses. 

The United States and Spain on 
September 26 signed three agreements 
granting American air and naval forces 
the use of Spanish bases in return for 
military and economic aid. ‘This move, 
made essential by lagging European 
defense which jeopardized American 
forces in France and Germany, fits 
into the chronological pattern with re- 
markable precision. It came 286 days 
solar before July 13, 1954, which will 
be 1260 plus 666 days after the At- 
lantic Pact was signed. In addition, it 
fell 420 days solar (one-sixth of 2520) 
before November 26, 1954, which will 
be 7 X 270 days after Soviet Russia’s 
possession of the atomic bomb was dis- 
closed (Chart II). The 7 X 270 time- 
measure signifies birth travail per- 
fected. 

Stressing that September 26 ad- 
vances toward fruition the Divine plan 
of judgment is the solar 1040 measure 
linking it to November 6, 1950 when 
General MacArthur reported that Red 
China had intervened in the Korean 
war. 

An Israeli hydroelectric project near 
the Syrian frontier dangerously in- 
flamed Arab-Jewish relations. Arab 
states protested the diversion of Jordan 
River water and the United Nations 
Mixed Armistice Commission urged 
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that work be halted until an agreement 
with Syria could be reached. This re- 
quest the Israeli cabinet rejected on 
September 27. 

Meanwhile, ten thousand Ghashghai 
tribesmen in Iran threatened to revolt 
unless former Premier Mossadegh was 
released from prison. 

These developments underscoring 
Middle Eastern unrest fell 1040 days 
solar (fruition) before August 17, 1956, 
which will be 2520 days after President 
Truman disclosed Russia’s first atomic 
explosion (bottom of Chart II). In 
addition, September 27 was 1335 days 
after January 31, 1950 when President 
Truman ordered construction of the 
H-bomb and Russia recognized the 
Indo-Chinese rebels. ‘The 1335 time- 
factor is a number of judgment when 
applied to nations outside the Israel 
Commonwealth. 

Egypt on September 29 charged that 
Israeli armed forces had occupied parts 
of the demilitarized area around Auga 
on the Egyptian frontier. The date is 
doubly linked to the Middle Eastern 
pattern. It fell 666 days lunar after 
December 13, 1951 when Egypt re- 
called her envoy to Britain. The 666 
time-factor symbolizes the human 
world-order now undergoing Divine 
assessment, and by extension denotes 
all human activities in rebellion against 
God. September 29 was also 420 days 
solar before November 29, 1954, which 
will be 2520 days solar after the UN 
voted to partition Palestine (center of 
Chart I). 

In Korea snarl after snarl developed 
as the “‘neutral’” commission headed 
by India attempted to arrange the 
interviews of anti-Communist prisoners 
called for by the armistice terms. The 
prisoners refused to attend the sessions. 
On September 29 the Allies declared 
that they would oppose Indian efforts 
to march the prisoners to the inter- 
views “‘at gunpoint.”’ In view of India’s 
prominent role in these events, it is 
significant that the date fell 286 days 
lunar before July 8, 1954, which will 
be 2520 days after she received her 
independence. 

The ground rules for PW interviews, 
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released by the five-nation , Repatri- 
ation Commission on September 30, 
touched off new demonstrations in the 
prisoner camps and brought bitter re- 
action from the UN Command. The 
rules, completely in harmony with 
Communist desires, were termed a 
“sell-out” of the 22,500 anti-Com- 
munist prisoners by one Allied official. 
. Meanwhile, in Washington the Amer- 
ican Government announced that it 
would give France another 385 million 
dollars to help prosecute the Indo- 
Chinese war. The date was 286 days 
before July 13, 1954, which will be 
1260 plus 666 days after the Atlantic 
Pact was signed (top of Chart II). 

Indian troops, quelling demonstra- 
tions in the PW camps on October 
1 and 2, killed three prisoners and 
wounded ten. The next day South 
Korea’s Acting Foreign Minister des- 
cribed the killings as “‘criminal acts of 
murder” and warned that, if the In- 
dians did not “rectify immediately the 
evil acts being committed,” South 
Korea would be “forced to take up 
arms against them.” 

This development fell 1260 days 
solar (tribulation) after April 4, 1950 
when the UN voted to place Jerusalem 
under international control. In addi- 
tion, October 3 was ten times the 
number of the Elect (153) before De- 
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cember 11, 1957, which will close a 
forty-year generation after the British 
entered Jerusalem in December 1917 
(top of Chart IV). 

The tide of turmoil next engulfed 
British Guiana. Confronted by serious 
Red-led demonstrations and the threat 
of a Communist coup, the British on 
October 5 rushed troop reinforcements 
to the tense South American colony. 
On the same day Egypt threatened to 
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break off negotiations over the Suez 
Canal Zone unless Great Britain ceased 
“‘evasive”’ tactics. 

An “hour of warning” measure (15 
X 120 days) separates these events from 
October 31, 1948 when Communist 
armies captured Mukden. Equally 
noteworthy is the fact that they fell 
7 X 270 days lunar (birth travail per- 
fected) before November 10, 1958, 
which closes a forty-year generation 
after the November 1918 Armistice. 
October 5 was also 420 days before 
November 29, 1954. The whole pat- 
tern may be easily grasped by referring 
to the top of Chart III. 

The Indian chairman of the Neutral 
Nations Repatriation Commission on 
October 7 released a statement prom- 
ising that anti-Communist prisoners 
would not be forced to listen to Red 
agents. On the same day India and the 
Communists protested South Korea’s 
threats to take up arms against Indian 
troops. The date was 7 X 120 days 
after Iran nationalized her oilfields 
(near center of Chart I). 

World tension again spurted up- 
ward on October 8 when the United 
States and Great Britain announced a 
decision to cede Zone A of Trieste to 
Italy and withdraw occupation troops. 
Immediately President Tito of Yugo- 
slavia denounced the plan and violent 
demonstrations against Britain and 
America flared in Belgrade. The date 
was 7 X 270 days solar after the Pal- 
estine truce expired on July 8, 1948 
and 1260 days after Great Britain 
recognized the Zionist state on April 
27, 1950 (center of Chart IV). 
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In Washington, President Eisen- 
hower issued a formal statement warn- 
ing anew that Russia was capable of 
launching an atomic attack on the 
United States, and that this capa- 
bility would increase month by month. 
Chart II sets the warning in a signifi- 
cant atomic pattern. [t came 420 days 
lunar before November 26, 1954, 
which will be 7 X 270 days after 
Russia’s first atomic explosion was 
disclosed. 

The British on October 9 ousted the 
Prime Minister of their Guiana colony, 
along with five leftist associates in the 
Cabinet, and suspended the constitu- 
tion. In Belgrade, President Tito de- 
manded that the United States and 
Great Britain reverse their decision to 
give Zone A of Trieste to Italy. Mean- 
while, South Korea’s Foreign Minister 
declared that his country favored “‘any 
means, peaceful or forcible,” to insure 
that unrepatriated war prisoners were 
not coerced into returning home. 

These developments, all sympto- 
matic of the mounting strife that is to 
topple the present world order, came 
666 days after December 13, 1951 
when Egypt recalled her envoy to 
Great Britain (center of Chart I). 

North Korea on October 11 joined 
Red China in demanding new talks on 
the make-up, time and place of a 
Korean peace conference. The date 
was marked by an outstanding se- 
quence of time-measures relating to 
Far Eastern events. It came 1600 days 
(space or extent of judgment) after 
Communist armies occupied Shanghai 
on May 25, 1949. In addition, it fell 
1335 days after the Soviet-Chinese 
pact was signed in February 1950 and 
1335 days lunar before May 19, 1957. 
The latter date will be 2520 days after 
the outbreak of the Korean war (cen- 
ter of Chart III). 

October 11 was also 420 days lunar 
before November 29, 1954. Note from 
the chart that on the October 5 mean 
terminal of this cycle Egypt threatened 
to end talks on the Suez Canal dispute. 
On the lunar terminal, pessimistic re- 
ports indicated that the talks were 
again at an impasse. 

Meanwhile, the Trieste crisis taut- 
ened as President Tito declared Yugo- 
slav troops would invade Zone A of 
the Free Territory ‘at the moment” 
Italy sent occupation forces into the 
area. 

Yugoslavia on October 12 called for 
direct talks with the United States, 
Great Britain and Italy on the Trieste 
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issue. On the same day Greece granted 
the United States permission to use a 
number of Greek air and naval bases. 
The date was 7 X 120 days solar be- 
fore February 11, 1956, which will be 
11 X 1290 days after the United States 
entered World War I (bottom of Chart 
IV). Eleven is the number. of disorder 
or disintegration. 

Once again the grim implications of 
the atomic arms race were spelled out 
for the American people. The chair- 
man of the Congressional Atomic 
Energy Committee, Representative W. 
Sterling Cole, warned that the United 
States must build up its hydrogen 
bomb program to a wartime level 
“now, today” to meet the threat of 
Russia’s atomic progress. ‘This warning 
came precisely 1040 days (fruition) be- 
fore August 17, 1955, which closes a 
2520-day trial or probation period 
measured from President Truman’s 
disclosure that Russia had tested an 
atomic bomb (bottom of Chart II). 

A new Middle Eastern crisis ex- 
ploded on the night of October 14-15 
when Israeli forces invaded Jordan, 
killing over fifty Arabs and blowing up 
a number of homes. The attack came 
precisely 1290 days (desolation) after 
April 4, 1950 when the UN voted to 
establish international control over 
Jerusalem (top of Chart IV). 

The Israeli raid brought a vigorous 
protest from the British Government 


(October 16) and a formal complaint 
to the UN Security Council by Jordan. 
On the same day the White House dis- 
closed that Eric Johnson had been 
sent to the Near East, as President 
Eisenhower’s personal representative, 
to seek methods of easing tension in 
that area. 

Outstanding Middle Eastern time- 
patterns mark these events. ‘They came 
1260 plus 666 days after the Palestine 
truce expired on July 8, 1948 and 
7 X 270 days solar after the Jerusalem 
armistice went into effect on July 16, 
1948. Chart IV indicates (near center) 
that October 16 was also 1040 days 
solar after the November 26, 1950 
Chinese Red offensive in Korea and 
the identical interval before September 
5, 1956. The latter date will be 11 xX 
1290 days solar after the United States 
entered World War I. 

As global turmoil increased, Foreign 
Ministers of the Western Big Three 
convened in London. At the opening 
session they agreed to stand firm on 
the British-American decision to trans- 
fer Zone A of Trieste to Italy, but 
decided Allied troops would remain 
there until Italian and Yugoslav tem- 
pers cooled. 

Jordan on October 17 appealed to 
her Arab allies for military aid to 
ward off “fresh Israeli aggression.” 
Jordanian troops were ordered to 
shoot on sight any Israeli soldiers 
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crossing the border. These develop- 
ments came on the third day made 
perfect of 1290 days after the UN 
voted to establish international control 
of Jerusalem (top of Chart IV). 

Before closing their conference on 
October 18, the Western Big Three 
Foreign Ministers formulated a new 
plan for a Korean peace conference 
to be attended by the Big Five and 
both North and South Korea. The 
date was precisely 1290 days solar 
(desolation) before May 19, 1957, 
which will be 2520 days after the 
Korean war began (lower half of 
Chart III). And a 286-day displace- 
ment interval separates the close of 
the Big Three conference from Jan- 
uary 5, 1953 when British Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and President-elect 
Eisenhower conferred in New York. 

Meanwhile, the American State De- 
partment denounced the Israelis for the 
attack on Jordan, declaring the loss of 
life and property “shocking.” This 
came 666 days after December 22, 
1951 when Great Britain rejected 
Iran’s ultimatum on the oil impasse. 

Events strikingly fulfilled a set of 
time-factors that marked October 19 
for important Middle Eastern devel- 
opments. The United States disclosed 
that all financial aid was being with- 
held from the Israelis until their gov- 
ernment ceased attempts to. divert 
waters of the Jordan River along the 
Syrian frontier. On the same day the 
UN Security Council met to take up 
the Palestine crisis touched off by the 
Jewish attack on Jordan. 

A lunar desolation measure separates 
these events from April 27, 1950 when 
Britain recognized the Israeli govern- 
ment (lower half of Chart I). In 
addition October 19 was 7 X 120 
days solar (warning perfected) after 
Iran nationalized her oilfields on June 
20, 1951 and 666 days solar after 
December 13, 1951 when Egypt re- 
called her envoy to Britain. October 
19 also fell 286 days solar before Au- 
gust 5, 1954. The latter date closes a 
forty-year generation after the Great 
Pyramid’s first low passage opened 
on August 4-5, 1914. 

The Vietnam National Congress 
further snarled the Far Eastern situa- 
tion on the October 19 terminal. De- 
fying former Emporer Bao Dai, the 
delegates unanimously approved a mo- 
tion declaring that “‘ Vietnam does not 
participate in the French Union in 
its present form.” 

The Damascus radio on October 21 
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reported that Iraq, Syria and Egypt 
were sending troops to reinforce Arab 
League garrisons in divided Jerusalem. 
Meanwhile, the Israeli government, 
in arrogant defiance of the United 
States and the UN, decided to con- 
tinue its Jordan River project. The 
date was 1040 days after the United 
States declared a national emergency 
on December 16, 1950 and 666 days 
solar before August 28, 1955. The 1955 
terminal will be 7 X 270 days after the 
outbreak of the Korean war. 

The French National Assembly on 
October 23 began debating Indo- 
China policy amid mounting sentiment 
for seeking a negotiated settlement of 
the war against the Communist Viet- 
minh or pulling out of Indo-China 
altogether. The date was 286 days be- 
fore August 5, 1954 (bottom of Chart 
I). Note that the solar terminal of this 
cycle marked the anti-French action 
of the Vietnam National Congress. 

The Italian Foreign Ministry dis- 
closed on October 24 that it had pro- 
posed a withdrawal of both Italian and 
Yugoslav troops from the borders of 
Trieste. This came 7 X 120 days be- 
fore February 11, 1956. 

Russia reacted to the American- 


Greek military agreement with a for- 
mal protest charging that Greece was 
being transformed into a base for “‘the 
aggressive forces of the Atlantic bloc.” 
This was 1260 days solar after Great 
Britain recognized the Israeli govern- 
ment (upper half of Chart IV). In the 
Far East, representatives of the Com- 
munists and the UN met to arrange 
the time and place for a Korean peace 
conference. The Communists immedi- 
ately deadlocked the discussions by re- 
newing their demand that neutrals be 
invited to the conference. 

The swift aggravation of world tu- 
mult, so clearly foreshadowed by the 
charted events, will more and more 
bewilder the unenlightened multitudes. 
With Divine restraint no longer oper- 
ating to hold global tensions in pre- 
carious balance, and the threat of 
atomic warfare hovering over hu- 
manity like a Stygian thunderhead, 
the outlook for America and the 
British Commonwealth will soon be- 
come hopeless indeed. 

But for those who seek vision and 
guidance from the Source of All Wis- 
dom, there is neither confusion nor 
anxiety, for the Lord has declared:

the use of the term “priest”? requires 
clarification. The following paragraphs 
are quoted from Primogenesis: 


“Unfortunately, the present meaning of 
the word ‘priest’ fails to adequately de- 
scribe what was being proposed. Today, 
when speaking of priests, we think in terms 
of those who officiate at the altar in an 
ecclesiastical capacity. The Biblical defini- 
tion of the priestly office is much broader 
in its application. 

“It was the purpose and work of the 
Aaronic Order of priesthood to function 
ecclesiastically in the religious service of 
God’s people. However, another order of 
priesthood, known as the Levitical Order, 
was also established in Israel and the priests 
of this order were not set apart for service 
in the Temple. On the contrary, they had 
charge of national affairs and from this 
priestly order the judges, lawyers, doctors, 
tax collectors and men in similar capacities 
were selected; in fact, the office of the 
Levitical Order was administrative and 
the priests of this order had charge of the 
affairs of God’s Kingdom. It is of basic im- 
portance in understanding the story the 
Bible tells to always bear in mind the spe- 
cific difference between the Aaronic and 
Levitical Orders of priesthood in the Israel 
Kingdom.” (Primogenesis, p. 184.*) 


By their administration of the Law 
of the Lord in their land, Israel was to 
give the world an example of its per- 
fection. The demonstration of peace 
and prosperity as the result of the 
operation of those laws in the King- 
dom of God upon the earth was to be 
a marvel in the sight of all people. 
Moses had declared to the people: 


“Behold, I have taught you statutes and 
judgments, even as the Lord my God 
commanded me, that ye should do so in 
the land whither ye go to possess it. Keep 
therefore and do them; for this is your 
wisdom and your understanding in the 
sight of the nations, which shall hear all 
these statutes, and say, Surely this great 
nation is a wise and understanding people. 
For what nation is there so great, who hath 
God so nigh unto them, as the Lord our

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God is in all things that we call upon him 
for? And what nation is there so great, that 
hath statutes and judgments so righteous 
as all this law, which I set before you this 
day?” (Deut. 4: 5-8.) 


But Israel failed miserably in carry- 
ing out God’s great purpose which was 
to have been accomplished through 
them. The law had been given to 
guide and instruct them in righteous- 
ness. When they rejected the law, they 
rejected knowledge and it was for 
that reason that the Lord said through 
Hosea, “I will also reject thee, that 
thou shalt be no priest to me.” Be- 
cause of their rebellion against Him, 
God repudiated them as not fit to be 
the administrators of His law. 

Continuing his indictment of his 
generation, Hosea spoke of the failure 
of both prophets and priests and he did 
not exempt from condemnation the 
priests who officiated before the altar 
of the Lord. In similar terms Jeremiah 
condemned both prophets and priests 
in his time as profane men who were 
committing wickedness in the House 
of the Lord (Jer. 23: 11). Hosea stated 
that the glory that was once with those 
who functioned as prophets and priests 
among the people had turned to 
shame: 


‘Like people, like priest: and I will 
punish them for their ways, and reward 
them their doings. For they shall eat, and 
not have enough: they shall commit whore- 
dom, and shall not increase: because they 
have left off to take heed to the Lord.” 
(Hosea 4: 9-10.) 


Instead of inquiring of the Lord for 
guidance, the people were asking coun- 
sel of their idols while they carried on 
the practices of their licentious wor- 
ship. Judah was warned not to walk 
in the ways of Israel, for the Lord 
likened Israel to an obstinate, bucking 
heifer, refusing to be led as He would 
lead a lamb in pleasant pastures. 
Because of this, God said: 


“Ephraim is joined to idols: let him 
alone.” (Hosea 4: 17.) 





This judgment was pronounced upon 
the head tribe of Ephraim, for the 
Ephraimites, the prophet said, were 
taking delight in the shame of their 
evil ways. In the simile of a furious 
wind enfolding them in its wings their 
coming deportation was described, for 
the days of pleading with the House of 
Israel to repent and return to the Lord 
finally came to an end and God aban- 
doned the people to the consequences 
of their own actions.

be the religion of the twentieth century.” 


In a recent brochure on Judaism and 
Unitarianism, Rabbi Abraham J. Feld- 
man says: 


“‘Unitarianism retains from its orthodox 
antecedents a loyalty and an enthusiasm 
for Jesus which Jews and Judaism could 
never share, and which, for Jews, adds 
nothing to the values of their religion or 
to the content of their religious experience. 
Despite its break with Trinitarianism and 
Christian orthodoxy in general, it still 
retains quite naturally and properly its 
fellowship in the Christian household. It 
is in the line of the Christian tradition, and 
the Christian tradition the Jew cannot 
and will not make his own.” 


Then Dr. Feldman adds: 


*‘Judaism, as the Reform wing interprets 
it, will yet be the religion of civilized, 
liberalized mankind. And in the meantime 
— Liberal Jews share with their Liberal 
Christian brethren the quest for truth and 
reality. They are eager to share with 
Christians the task of all Liberals, that of 
being the leaven of progressive, civilized 
thought.” 


And the Talmud puts it this way: 


“The Messiah will give the Royal 
Sceptre to the Jew, all peoples will serve 
him [that is, the Jew], and all kingdoms 
will be subject to him.” 

We said that Judaizing is a greater 
menace now than in Paul’s day. The 
reason is obvious, as the foregoing 
evidence shows. There is still another 
reason, perhaps a more serious one. In 
the beginning the church was pro- 
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tected by powerful leaders who bat- 
tled against Jewish subversion; today 
top church leaders not only welcome 
the participation of unbelieving Jews, 
but rebuke and intimidate those who 
oppose their intrusion. Will there yet 
arise among the high church officials 
of today a flaming messenger, like the 
Apostle Paul, to sound the alarm? It 
was Paul who said: 


“All that was gain to me, for Christ’s 
sake I have reckoned as loss. Nay, I even 
reckon all things as pure loss because of 
the priceless privilege of knowing Christ 
Jesus my Lord. . . . Brethren, vie with 
one another in imitating me, and carefully 
observe those who follow the example 
which we have set you. For there are many 
whom I have often described to you, and 
I now even with tears describe them, as 
being enemies to the cross of Christ. . . . 
We, however, are free citizens of heaven, 
and we are waiting with longing expecta- 
tion for the coming from heaven of a 
Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ, who, in the 
exercise of the power which He has even to 
subject all things to Himself, will transform 
this body of our humiliation until it 
resembles the body of His glory.” 

There seems no better way to bring 
these thoughts to a close than to leave 
with you the quiet assurance and 
blessing which Paul penned to his be- 
loved Philippian friends in the last 
chapter of his letter: “Always rejoice 
in the Lord: I will repeat it, rejoice. 
Let your forbearing spirit be known 
to every one: the Lord is near. Do not 
be anxious about anything, but by 
prayer and earnest pleading, together 
with thanksgiving, let your requests be 
unreservedly made known before God. 
So will the peace of God, which sur- 
passes all power of thought, be a gar- 
rison to guard your hearts and minds 
in Christ Jesus.
